IN BENGAL FOR THE YEAR 1874.75,

The General Report on Public Insirvction in Bengal for the year 1874-75. 

The departure from India of the Director of Public Instruction, 
Mr. Atkinson, rendered it necessary that this report should be prepared by an 
officer who wad not in actual charge of the department of education during the 
fear under review. But the report, tough drawn up under this disadvantage, 
ves a gear and comprebensive account of tho progress of education during the 
Year, and tho Licutenant-Gorernor’s thanks aro due to Mr, Sutcliffo for the 
care which -has boon bostowed upon the report, for tho judgment with which 
important passages have beam selected from the reports of local officers, 
and for the valuable remarkgy and suggestions of the Officiating Director 
bimeelf. 

2." ‘The total number of schools shewn in the returns of the year is 17,040 

th 17,289 pupils against 16,928 schools with 463,216 pupils in the proced 
ing fear, and this result has been attained notwithstanding the transfer 
of Sylhet to the province of Assam. But it is explained that some part of this 
apparent increaso belongs to unaided schools uvt under regular inspection ; 
and that the total gain to organized education under Government superi 
tendence ond with Government aid is ropresented by an increase of 1,050 
schools and 85,016 pupils. 

8, The expenditure upon’education during the year was Is. 99,27,000, 
of which Rs, 22,69,000 weré contributed by Goverament, and Rs. 16,68,000 
were paid by the people. ‘There was an increaso of Government exponditure 
‘por schools of all classes during the year. ‘the proportion of the expenditure 
paid by the peopleis highest in the higher English schools, where it amounts 
to 69 per cent., and lowest in schools deroted:to special education, whore it is 
only 3B r cent. of the whole sum expended. In the 17th and following 
park ‘of the report some interesting figures are given, showing the 
number of pupils por thousand of tho population in each division of tho Lower 
Provinoes, the percentage of pupils attending each of the different classes of 
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schools, and the amount contributed to education by Government and by the 
people for each thousand of the population. Bat the figures given in the 18tis 
paragraph seom to call for some further explanation when compared with what 
is afterwards said in paragraph 189 of the number of pupils in the several 
stages of those schools which are classed under the head of secondary instructi 
For oxamplé, it is said in paragraph 18 that in the Dacca Division 41 por unt. 
of the pupilsare beyond the primary stage of education, and of thoso 19 por cont. 
are learning English, Apparently every boy in ahighor or middle school is 
reckonod as having passed beyond tle primary stage, and every boy in 
aschool in which English is taught is reckoned as learning English. But i 
appears from paragraph 189 that of the total number of pupils in hi 
middle schools, more than 50 per cent. are still in the lower section of the 
primary siaze of instruction ; that is to say, they earnot yet read, write, and 
‘understand easy sentences in their mother tonguc, It would seem that pupils 
in this etage should be reckoned as recriving primary education, though thoy 
may bo receiving it in higher or middie schools. 

4. The paragraphs of the report which deal with the subject of primary 
instruction show that the largo increase in the number of aided primary 
schools whieh has taken place under the working of the orders of September 1872 
has not yet reached its limits. Thero was a small decrease in the number of 
primary schools aided under the old system, though'the number of pupils in 
those sthools showed a slight increase, but thenumber of pathsalas aidedjunder 
the new scheme (departnieutally known as E patsbalas) rose from 9,645, with 
281,323 pupils in 1873-74, to 10,638 with 257,810 pupile in 1874-75. ‘The total 
number of primary schools of all kinds was 13,145 with $30,024 pupils, being a 
net inerense of 916 schools and 26,587 scholars. The State expendituro upon 
primary schools was Rs. 4,42,699, of which Rs. 3,05,500 were expended upon 
the E patshalas, Tho average annual cost to Government of each E patsiala 
was Rs. 29, and that of the primary schools under formor systems was Its. 54-8. 


8, Tho Director has remarked that this increase iu the number of aided 
schools does not imply a corresponding addition to primary education, as 
many boys now under instruction in aided patshalas would still have received 
education of somo kind or other if no patshala grant had been given. This is 
no doubt true of distriets (sueh as the districts of tho Orissa division) in which 
indigenous schools were numerous before the introduction of the now systom. 
In 1866 it was estimsted that there were 1,900 unsided indigenons schools in 
‘Midnapore, and the number of patshalas now under inspection in the district 
ie 1,981, showing it to be probable that the aid given by Government bas not 
materfully increased the: number of such achools, But the case is very different 
in some other purts of Bengal, and especially in the Basteen districts, in which 
(with the single exception of Chittagong) unaided indigenous patshalas soom 
hiardly to have existed a few years.ago. Itigalso to be rememberod that hosides 
he inspected primary schools many new patebyigs, which aro sti unaided, and 
which aro not shown in the returns, have eptag up in the hopo of receiving a 
grant. On the whole, it appears not improbable that the 10,000 patshalas now 
uided under the new scheme represent an addition of not lese than 5,000 to the 
number of primary schoola which existad thrae years ago. 


6: The influence, however, of the system has been shown by results 
which ere of far wore importance than s mere inorense’ in the number of 
schools and pupils. .Primayy education has for the first time been organized, 
regular hours and a fixed course of study have been iatroduced, anda com- 
mencement at least has been made of giving village echoolmasters the advantage 
of normal school training. ‘The result has been not only that the standard of 
education has been improyed and rendored progressive, but that these primary 
schools now attract clseses of the population who previously scarcely came 
underinstractionatall, ‘The increase in the number of Mahomedan Boys at 
school during the last three years is very remarkable, and 86 per cent. of the 
whole number are being tought ia primary schools’ ‘The aew patshalas have 
also added largely to the nugt of girls of the lower classes who are receiving 
instraction, 

7. 'The Lieptenant-Govergor is glad to learn that the diffloulty. azising 
from the alleged: refusal of the people to pay villege schoolmaster the 
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customary fees seems to be disappearing. In Eastern Bengal it is said to have 
deen over-estimated in former reports. In the Presidency division the people 
puy-three-fifths of the whole jncome of the gurus; and in Behur the private 
expenditure is not less thun fhe Govorament grant, Eveniu Orissa, in which 
the difficulty still exists, the objections of tho people to the paymunt of fees 
aro less than when the new system was first introduced, 

8 ‘There are a few exceptionally backward districts (such as Chumparui) 
in which the number of primary schools is still very insuificient. But in tho 
great majority of districts in the Lower Provinces th» time appears to have 
arrived when an inercase in the number of schools and pupils is no longer the 
chief object to be attained. Itis now of more importance to eusare, by eyston- 
atic and efficient inspection, that the money granted by Government is 
bestowed to the best nivantage, and gradually to raise the standard among 
doth pupils and teachers in such a manner as not to exclude from our primary 
xchools the humblest and must ignorant classes of the population. In the 
Getailed arrangements by which these objects are to be eflected, it would he the 
‘Lieutensnt-Governor’s wish that much should be left to the discretion of distries 
officers and school committees, Wavther the primary schvol fund shall be 
administered on a system of fixed zrauts, or on the principle of payment by 
results, or on a combination of these two principles; by what ageney village 
schoolmasters shall be paid; wheter the examinations shall be central or 
Joeal, are all matters upon’ witici no uniform role is either necessary or 
desirable. 

9. The Licutenant-Governor again notices with much satisfaction the 
excellent results attoined in Midnapore under the adwirably organized system 
established by the District M ‘Mr. Harrison. ‘The average expenditure 
‘upon each patshala in this district was only Ks. 9 per annum, but an ener- 
getie and successful guru might earn Ks. 60, or even more. ‘Tho fee ineomes 
of the gurus amounted to four times the Government grant, It is observed, 
however, Uhat the Inspector is of opinion that the primary school fund is less 
judiciously expended in Midaapore than in Burdwan, in which latter district 
it is stated that “ only large and well-attended patshulas, in which the youtn 
ful intellect of the aeighbourhvod is concentrated, aro subsidized.” ‘The 
Licutenant-Govornor has already said that he dosires to leave a large discretion 
to local officers in matters of this kind, but he is constrained to remark that the 
system pursued in Burdwan dovs not appear to provide suiliciently for that 
education of the masses which it is the main object of the primary school 
fund to encourage and assist. ‘Ihe thriving patshalas of Burdwan seem rather 
to answer to those intermadinte schools which will now be established under 
recent orders of Government, than to primary schools for the lowest classes of 
‘the population. 

10. The primary scholarships were eagerly compoted for in almost all 
districts, so eagerly that tho conduct of the examination is a work of consider. 
able labour and difficulty. ‘hg procedure varied inueh in different districts : 
in some, boys of all ages were admitted to thy examination, though those 
above 14 were debarred from cbtaining scholarships ; in other districts, 
only those qualified for schslarships were alfowed to attend tho examination, 
Borke committees gave certificates of éompetency to ll who passed tho exauina- 
tion, others placed on record only the names of those who actually obtained 
scholarships, ‘Tho Lieutenont-Governor would ask the Director to cousitier 
how fer it is desirable to preseribo an uniformity of practice in these respects 
end inother particulars connected with tho eximination. There appoars an 
anomaly in allowing boys to go up whose age disqualifies them from obtaining 
scholarships. Under recent orders, )zitmary scholarships will be restricted 10 

under eleven years of age, and thestandard of the examination must accord- 
ingly,be such that boys of that age mmy reasonably he expected to be able to 
pase it, Tt would scom that boys of 14 can hardly be entitled to a certificate 
of competency for passing an examination intended for childron three years 

On the other hand, it appears dosirable that all who pass should 
teoeine an ofcial neogoition of their proficioney, and it it stated that this 
centifieate in much prized, not only by the boys themsolves, but also by 
thei gurus and parents. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor would be glad to receive an 
expression of the Direotor’s opinion whether these matters should be left. to 
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the diseretion of Local Committees, or whether some general regulations should 
be laid down, and if so, what should be the nature of them. 

11, ‘The Licutonant-Governor desires to reitgrate the injunctions laid down 
by the annual resolution of last year upon all Magistrate-Collectors and their 
subordinates throughout these provinces to do their very utmost, firstly, 
to extend primary education among the lower classes of the poople, especially 
ihe agricultural classes ;and* aecvndiy, to gradually improve its organization 
and its quality. Me expects every civil executive ollicer to consider himself as 
charged with a solemn responsibility in. this respect. He will. take careful 
noto of those officers who sucosed, and of those who fail, in giving full effect 
to this order. 

At present ho has the pleasure of thonkiag the Magistrate-Collectors 
of the following districts :—

On the other hand, he must point out to the Magistrate-Collectors of the 
following districts that the prosent rato of progress appears to be unsatis- 
factory, and must bo vory soon improved :— 
Chumparun, 
Durbbunga. 

12, ‘The number of pupils receiving secondary instruction in higher 
and middle schools was 486,734, of whom 471,080 were boys, and 15,694 
were girls, These figures, however, seem to call for some further explanation, 
as in paragraph 491 of tho report, 10,664 is given as the total number of girls 
under instruction, including those in lower vernacular schools and patshalas, 
It is satisfactory to find that while tho total increase of pupils in higher and 
middlo schools is 8 per cont. the increase in tho upper stage amounts to 
11 per cent., showing that a larger proportion of boys now carry their studios 
toa more advanced point than was the case last year. 

13, The number of Govornment English middle schools remained 
stationary, and the Guvernment vernacular schools decreased from 186 to 180, 
‘but this loss was made up by an incroaso in the number of both aided and 
unaided schools. ‘Laking Government and aided schools together, there was 
‘an increase of 72 schools and of 6,197 pupils. ‘The total expenditure upon 
middle schools was Rs. 7,61,097, of which Rs. 3,04,412 were contributed by the 
State, and Rs. 4,56,685 were raised from loeal funds. ‘The Lieutenant.Governor, 
however, observes that though the number of Government schools decreased 
by six, te expenditire upon them rose from its. 92,769 in the preceding year, 
to Rs.'97,045, and this result does not seem to be accounted for in the rgport. 

14. Education in middle schools is tested by the examinations for minor 
and vernacular scholarships, and it appears from the report that the results of 
these examinations were as fallo 
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‘The comparativo success of the middle schools of the several divisiens 
would be more clearly exhibited if the table given in paragraph 196 of the 
report had shown tho aumber of students who passed in ‘each of the three 
grades into, which those who catis'y tho examincrs are divided. In th 
succeeding ‘paragraphs of the report thie information is given for come 
divisions, but not for all. 

15. ‘The Licutonant-Governor is glad to find that middle schools, which 
appeared from tho report of last yoar to be in a somowhatlanguishing state, 
are now working more successfully. ‘Chore seems good reneon to hope that 
this improved condition of the schools of this class will be maintained, 
still further advanced by the operation of the recent orders for the foundation 
of intermediate scholarships. Middle schools have hitherto been under the 
disadvantage of having had no regular source of supply from the educational 
stratum immediately below them. , The gulf betwoen the patshala andthe 
middle school was a wide one, and’se boys up to the age of 14 could compate 
for primary echolarehips, they preferred continuing ia the paisbala to entering

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tho middle school. ut in futare the limit of age for these scholarships will be 
leven years, ‘and thre teaching in the patshala will ho more directly a prepa 
tion for the course of instruction in the middle vernacular or anzld-vernacular 
school, and for competition for the intermediate selugiarships.

16. ‘The number of higher English sehouls texching up to the standard of 
the University Entrance Examination was 125 with 29.030 pupils, showing an 
inercare of three scheols anil 1,738 scholars over the figures of Tast your, he 
increase was in the aided schools, the Government scligols having decreased Ly 
the transfer to Assam of the Syllict gillah school, and by the eonver-ion of the 
Chumparun aillaly sehool 10 2 midale school. There wore also AL unaided 
schools of this elise with 10,70 purils, Of a total expenditurn of ‘ahout five 
and a half loklis of rupees on higuer schools, tke State expenditure amounted 
toone and three-quarter lakhs, the remsinder heing @erived from, fc 

criptions, and endowments, In Gevernent selnols about one-thi 
aided schools a iitile ure than one-fourth, of the total cost per bead was

17. ‘To the Taiversity Enteonco Examination of December 1874 the 
higher se 7 candidates, of whom 702, of nearly 41 
cr cont., passed, 157 being placed in the first division, 342 in the seeond, and 
203 in the third." As compared with last year, the numberof candidates’ was 
smaller, but the percentage of those who were suceessfal was eonsiderably 
larger. | ‘The schools of the town of Calenita, and of the Burdwan and Presi- 
deney divisions, were the most di vd in the examination, the Hindu 
and Mare Schools in Caleutta winning the first plsee of all. "The result of the 
efforts made, under the Liewienant-Gorernor's Minates of the 25th February 
and 18th May, 175, to assist the education of the poorer classes of Europeans 
and East Indjans both in Caleutta and in the mofussil, will appear more 
fully in tlie report of the nest year. ‘The prineipal measure taken during the 
sear under review was the addition of R's. 13,000 to tho assignment to’ the 
town of C forsthe purpose of extending the operations of existing 
seliools in the mgnner which would be most likely to bring under instenetion 
such children as are at present unedueated. 


18. The rettrns of the colleges aud hizh schools, in which students who

‘The total number on the rolls was 1,213; the expenditure was Its. 3,74,030, 
of which ['s."7,17,916 were contributed by the State, and Ris. 1,565,114 were 
raised from fetsand local funds. In the Government colleges the cost per 
annum of exch studeut varied from Rs. 1,192 at Berhampore to Rs. 263 at 
Dacea.” - 

19, ‘These figures are exclusive of the eltsses for special instruction in 
law,medicine, and civil engineering. At the Government law schools there 
were 229 students on the rolls, and the total cost was Its, 23,039, nearly the 
whole of which was met by fees Of the eevers] medical institutions, the 
Medical College at the Presidency showed an inereaso im the number of the 
English class, eosibined with some decrease of expenditure ; the hospital appren- 
tice class is very favourably spoken of in the Principal's report, and the 
military class was transferred to the new Medical School at Patna. At the 
Campbell Medical Sciool at Sealdah the nuinber of students rose to 818, and 
the cost for the year was Its, 41,342, of which three-fifths was derived from 
fees, and the remainder was coutviuted by Government, Tho new Temple 
Medical School at Parna was opened in June 1874, and arrangements wore also 
made during the year for opening a new medical school at Dacca, This was 
aotually opened in June 1875, and promises to be a very useful and successful 
institution, ‘The civil engineering clasws in the Presidency College fell uff in 
numbers during the year, aud the.results of the annual examinations were 
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unsatisfactory. ‘Tho Licutenant-Gorernor cannot acqniesee in such @ result, 
which is indeod, under the existing circumstances of Ben'gs], peculiarly unfor 
tunuto, He desires immediately to receive a more detailed report from the 
Dircetor on the causes ofghia decline, and the remedies which it may appear 
desirable to ndopt. In the School of Art the number of stadents increased 
to 169, and the Principal remarks that the work produced in the soveral 
classes’ would bear comparison with the work of students of the samo 
standing in any Art school ia Ingland. But the Lieutenant-Governor 
observes that the school is almost catirely supported by Government, the 
enditure for the year having been Rs, 10,057, of which only Rs. 1,538 wore 
defived from fers. 
20. At the First Arts Examination, which takes place two years after 
ion, there wero 417 enndidates from Boneal, of whom only 1b were 
successful, 14 being plieed in the first d the second, ‘and 72. in 
For 4he B.A, exanination the Bengal colleges sent up 188 
of whem 110 were cxamined in the literature course, and 73 
co course.

21, ‘The Direotor is of opinion that tho result of the examination for the 
B.A. degrea may on the whole he deemed sutistuetory, as the percentage of 
mucoorsfaldeamfidates fa not rane lower than wae attained at the Inst dejgee 





examinstion of the London University. But the Liewtenant-Governor is 
compelled to dissent from this canclision. He has on scverl occasions 
recorded is opinion that the attainment of a degre should be the normal 
goal of acollege stndent’s carver. 11 canaot, he frars, he said that aealemie 
distinctionsare sought for as they should be, when it is (ound that all the eollezos 
of Beagal produce only 188 candidates for the B. A. dogrer, and considerably 
more than half of these fail to pass the examination. Tho policy which 
Sir Richard Templo desices to pursue in this watter has been indicated in his 
Minutes of the 30th August and the 25th September ,last. He has decided 
that, save in cases of special exception, candidates shall aot be admitted to 
the ‘upper class of the Native Givil S:rvice unless they have taken a degree, 
nor to the lower class of the service unless they have passed the First 
Arts Examiuati: Further, it is his wish to bring the advantages of 
the highest education within the reach of students ia all parts of the 
Lower Proviners, by multiplying, so for as may bo possible, tha instita- 
tions in which the full course of study for tho University degree 
ursucd. With this object he has already sanctioned arrangoments foF raising 
ishnaghar and Cuttack to the status of full colleges; and he is prepared to 
extend (he same henefit to other places in which the desire of the people to 
participate in this advantage may be practically shown by the contribution of 
fun adequate sum from local funds to mect the'grant which Gorernmept will 
be required to make, Meanwhile, he would most earnestly irapress upon all 
concerned that this paucity of ¢hose who take degro:s, as compared with those 
who matriculate, is a: pretent a grave blot ia our educational resulta.. = 
22, Further, the Lieutenont-Governor is convinced thst more care must 
be taken for the moral discipline and tutelage of ‘te youths who leave their 
homes to attend the higher schools and colleges. He thorefore begs the atien- 
tion of all conceraed to the proposals in his Minute of 80th August last, 
sogarding the establishieut of hostelries in connexion with our echools and 


colleges. . 

"Ga" ‘Tho statitios of female education show that the number of pupils in 
Goverament and aided sehodls'for girls increased from 7,586 to 7,97; sre 
the yenr, and that tire was a very marked ineroaee in unaided girle’ schools, 
the humber having rigra from 60 schocls with 1,280 to 89 schools with 2,200 
‘pupils. Thesefigures are exclusive of the number of girls reuding in boys? 
echools, or in mixed schools for boss and girls, ‘The extension of female 
education, especially among the lowor classes, by these mized schools, is en6 
‘of the most promising elomoars of the nuw patshala system, aud thers aipeur 
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to be good grounds for the suggestion made in the report, that in addition to 
our efforts to eneoarage the multiplication of separate schools fur givis, it is 
also desirableta make moro systematic efforts to attract girls to mixed primary 
schools. This may be done vy rewards either to the teachers or to the girls 
themselves, or by a combination of both these plans. Zenana education: is 
siatel to be making some progress among tie hizher classes of suciety, especially 
in several of the Hastern Benzal districts, in which acnana associations have 
been founied for the education and examination of ladies in their own homes. 
‘The Commissioner of Dicea thinks thar these asseintions are dving good work, 
but it must be observed that the g-wnt of public money to institutions whieli 
do not come under Government inspection isa departare from the principle 
of our educational system, and ean ouly he justified by special cireumstanves. 

24, That it should hoe noessary to devote a separate chapter of the 
report to Mahomedan education is in itself to somo extent a eonfession of 
failure, as showing either that our general scheme of insiruction is not 
suited to the requirements of this important section of the community, or at 
least that Mahomodins have failed to take full advantage of it. Bat the 
statistics given in the report show that whatever may have hon the deficienci 
in former times, satisfetory progress is being made in Mahomed: education. 
To Pengal, Behar, and Orissa, Malwmedans form $13 per cent. of the total 
population, and the Mahomedan pupils ia Government and aided institutions 
number only 20 per cent. of the whole. And this single fact shows thaby 
notwithstanding present progress, there is muck lee way to be made up. ‘Tho 
puniber daring the year by 8 per cent. and it is noticed that the 
greatest incrrase is in the higher and middie Kuglish schools, shgwing that 
the benefits of Wostern studies now mors generally understood and 
appreeiated by the Mahomedan community. it may be hoped that the 
results of will before long be apparent in the University class lists, 
as at present the numberof Mahometin students who. complete am 
academical eareer is extremely small, At the last examinations, only 8 
Mahomedan candidates comvet:d at the Entrince Examination, and only 
of these passed; at the First Arts Bxaminatim there were 11 candidates, 
of whom tiiree pasced ; aud at tie J. A. examination there were four candidate 
none of whom Was suovessfal in obtaining a degree, It is notieeable tant in 
the Caloutta Madrissaty many studeuts have expressed a wist to be relieved of 
a portion of their Arabic course in order to be able to take up English ; ia 
the newly-opencd Madrissah at Rajshahye, though the study ef Euztish is 
options), nearly ‘all the boys have elected to learn English; in the Davea 
Madrissah, the Burop-an. sjstem of mathen teaching has been adopted 
at the spreial request of: the Mahomedan members of the Committee. 
‘hese fucts are full of significance, and eanuot fail to exercise an important 
influente on the generation now growing wp t manhood. 

+25, ‘Though the percentage of increase among Mahomedan students 
during the your has been greatest in the higher and middle schools, no less 
than 86 per cent. of tho whole number of Mahomedans under insteaction 
belong to the lower vernacalar’and primary schools. ‘Nuo patshala, education 
appears admirably adapted to the requirements of the lower classes of 
Mahomedans, and they readily avail themselves ‘of its advantages. The 
Liettonont-Governor ‘trusts that the Director will be careful to insist. upon 
2 reasonabla proportion of appointments, both in the teaching and in the: 
inspecting staff, being conferred upon qualified Mabomedans. 

26, At the close of the year under review, there were forty Government 
nonmsl schools for the training of pundits and primary schoolmasters. ‘The 
number of teachars gent out from these schools with certificates during the 
year,was 1,542, of whom 169 were pundits for vernacular schools and 1,873 
wero primary “gchoolmasters. Besides the schools directly maintained by 
Government, there were ton aided normal schools for masters, and five aided 
ecbools and one unsided school for mistresses. ‘The total cost of Government 
‘achools was Be, 1,88,067, of which the Stale contributed Rs. 1,385,623; and 
the costiof aided schools was lis. 42,825, of which the Government grant 
amounted to Bs, 16,077. ‘The whole expenditure upon normal schools was 
consequently Ra. 1,80,892, out of which the contribution of Government 
amounted to Ba. 1,51,700. 
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27. The views of the Lieutehant-Governor regarding the future consti- 
tution of oar normal schools have been set forih in Yis Minute dated the 
9th September 1575, In his opinion, it will be necessary, in Bengal Proper, to 
maintain only a few normal schools of tho first class for training masters 
for middle vernacular schools, ‘The wants of achools of the intermediate and 
lower clasces will be sufficiently provided for by tho rule that the master of 
alower scliool shall have passed at least tie intermediate standard, and the 
master of an intermediate school at wast the middle standard of examina. 
tion, In Bohar, Chota Nagpore, and Orissa, orm sclouls of the sseond and 
thied grades for the instruction of primary ‘sehoolmasfers must stil be kept 
up for the pre Tt may be hoped that under this sysiein the cost of 
norraal schouls to Goverameat may be reduced one-half without any sacrifice 
of efficiency. 

28, The Licutonant-Governor takes note of the Director's remark that 
many aided school managers refuse to cniploy trained normal school pundits, 
and pat in friends of their own, often quite incompetent men. There 
would seem to be no difficulty in rmedying tiis evil by laying down a strict 
rule that no middle vernacular sehool shall recei aut-in-aid unless the 
teach+ts held normal school certificates: and the Director ix requested to 
consider and report whether this ri should not be ablished, and made 
applicable to all future appoiutmnts, thouglr it should nos alfoet masters. who 
have already been appointed. 

29. Sir Richard Templo cannot enncinde: ¢ 
calling to the recollection of all concerned that the engraftinz upon our 
educational system (which is mainly of a general and literary euaracter) of the 
study of the practical scienecs, is among the most 
‘The existiag education, however excelicub in its way, docs not, and ennnot, 
dupply tho means of livelihood to the annually increased number of those who 
seek to eam such livelihood by montal labor, If the educated youth are 
all to find employment, there really is no alternative but ‘ion of them 
should resort to those employments, now huppily multiplying in Iieneal, for 
which the practical sciences affurd tho indispensable qualileations. With this 
view, the Lieatenant-Governor has arranged for infusing a scicntifle clement 
into our secondary education, has propased the establishment of several sorts 
of technical schools, and las’ encouraged the wealthier’ and more culightened 
classos of the natives to bestir themselves on tlis bealf. But these measures 
requir some little time before they can take edfvet, and before the public mind 
can fully realize the urgency of the need and the praeticabiiy of the remedy 
proposed. And althongh the present report shows no result in this respect, 
the Licutenant-Governor hopes that future reports may do $0. 

30." ‘The Direetor of Public Instruction, Mr. Atkinson, left India soon 
after tlie close of the year under review, and though le has uot resigmed the 
service, it is uncertain whother he will roturn to his post. ‘The Licutenant- 
Governor has already plaéed on rocord an expression of his appreciation of 
tho value of Mr. Atkinson's services, especially in connection with higher 
education,. To the officers of the department generally the thanks of Govern- 
ment are due for the energy, ability, and perseverance which have character- 
ized their labours, and Sir Richard Templo desires to add a special acknow- 
ledgment of the ‘assistance, rendered to the cause of education by the non- 
official members of the sereral district committees. The untimely death of 
Mc. Beebe, Professor of Natural Philosophy in the Presidency College, 
deprived the department of ono of its most distinguished members, aud the Lieu: 
tonent-Governor concurs with the Diroctor and the Principal of the'college, 
whose remarks are quoted in the report, in doploring the loss thus éaused

Mz. Dauezsx, it devolved upon him to move the amendments, which stood in the 
name of the hon’ble member, in tho Bill to provido for Irrigation in the pro- 
Minces wikjecktotho Lioctenast- Goverorof Bongel.

that the Bul bo further considered in order to tho eottloment of its clauses. 
‘The motion, was agreed to. 
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‘Tho Hox’are Mn, Revwouns suid the first amenduront he had to propose 
was in Soetion 3 (clause VI) lino 1 :— 

For the words “Court moans the principal Oivil Court of a district” autetitute «Court 
meaas, in the Hegulntion Provinoes, «priveipal Civil Court of original juriadietion, and 
in the Nou-Logulation Proviues, the Court of « Commissioner of a division.” 

‘The amendment was agreed to. . 

Tho Hox’six Mr. Rernouns suid he had now to propose the insertion of a 
clauso after elause (4) of Section 11, to the fellowing effect:— 

“Notwithstanding anything containod in clause (c), compensation may be swarded in 

‘of the Joss of any tolls which wor lawfully leviod on any river or channel at the time 
of the issue of tho notiliention mentioned in Section 6.” 

He said that the Bill as it now stood provided that no eompensation should 
bo ewardod in respoct of samy damage caused by the stoppage of navigation ; and 
fat the last mecting of tho Couneil it was agreed that the wording of the soction, 
fas it stood, should be extended so as to include claims for compensation in 
respect of such cases us the Kurratiya River in the district of Rungpore, It 
weeined @ reasonable clause, and he béxged the Council would accupt it. 

The motion was agreed to. 

On the motion of the Hox’mue Mi. Ruvxonps, the word “such” was 
omitted, and the words “undor this sovtion” after the word “ compensation” 
ineerted in Section 11, last clanso but one, line 1. 

The Hox'ste Mk. Reyworns then moved the insertion of the following 
section after Section 11 :— 

“La, Ifany supply of drinking-wetor is substantially Aotoriornted or diminished by 
any works undertaken int uecordauve with declaration made by tho. Lieutenaut-Governor 
‘under Section 6, tho Canal Ufficor shall bo bound to provide within convonieut distauoo 
fan adoquato supply of good drinking-water in liow of that so deteriorated or diminisbed, and 
ao porton shall by eile to claim avy further compensation in respect of the said deto- 
rioration ox diminution. 

He said it would bo in tho recollection of the Council that on the dis- 
cussion of tho question as to compensation for damage caused by the deterioration 
of driuking-wuter, it was doterminod that the words “drinking-water,” as 
they originally stood, should be omitted. Ile believed tho principle was 
accepted by hon’ble membors that provision should be ntade for cases in which 
thers was a loss of drinking-water. He thercfore proposed to do so by the 
section he had moved. 

‘The Hox’sue Banoo Dooraa Cuvex Law objected to the words « substan- 
tially deteriorated,” and suggested the substitution therefor of the words ‘so 
as to be unfit for drinking purposes. 

‘The Hox'six tHe Abvocat#-Graexat pointol out that the suggested wording 
would leave the matter moro vague than before. :

Ho said that that clause did not occur in the Act passed by the Governor- 
General's Council upon which substantially the provisions of the Bill wore based. 
It was originally inserted for the purpose of carrying out tho Jagal principle 
established by the couris in England under the Land Consolidation Act, 
where lands were said to be injuriously affected and which gave person a 
right of action. It was thoughtbetter ot the time to pat that principle in a legal 
fore, but on farther reflootion he found that inasmuch es the. Act specified ‘toe 
caaee for which compensation shoald bo sllowed and thous in which it should not 
de.allowed, itsmight possibly, instoa lueidating matters, obscure them 
Site t ‘ight conflict with lance (:, which to the stoppage or 
diminution of the supply of water through any nataral channel. 
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‘The Hoy'nre Me. Revorns said ho had no desire to opposo the amend- 
ment. The words were not in tho Northern India Act, and there appeared 
ome ground for saying that their operation would conflict with the other 
sections of the Bill.

‘Tho How’ate Mr.’Hoco would ask the Council to go back to section 72 
of the amended Hill. ‘the amendments which he was about to move had_beon 
circulated a week back, xnd what he had to suggest was the omission of the 
last. clauses in aections 72 and 73, and the insertion of the following new sec. 
tion after section 7 

78%, No refund of rates shal! bo made under tho two Inet preceding sections untoms the 
same is applied for within six months from the date of cessation of occupation of the 
Kruse or Inud “op acount of which the nefund in applied fon." 

‘The chject was simply to prevent complications which might arise under 
the Bill if the period was omittdd. 

‘The motion was greed to. 

‘Tho How'ate Me, Hoca asked tho Council to rofor to thé noxt amendment 
whieh stood in his name as the new section 7lia, wliich ran as follows :— 

4762, Whonovor any house or land hes boon unowpiod duxing an entire quenter, the 
owner of the ssid. house or land shall pay to the Justicos one-fourth of the sum which would 
have ‘been payable os water-rato by tho occupier if such house or land had boon ocoupied. 

“Pho sum payable by the owner undur this section shall be payable on tho first of Apri, 
the fist‘ July, the ft of Ostober, andthe fst of Jaauary, or che quartreimmodistely 
preceding thore datos,” 

‘Ho proposed the section with the object of meoting the decision which had 
been arrived at by the Council in regard to the payment of the water-rate by 
owners of houses in the event of houses remaining unoccupied for the whole of 
ene quarter, The Coancil had already decided that the whole of tho wator- 
rato was to be collected, not as at protent from the owners of property, but 
from ers, leaving the occupior to recover by meana of deduction from 
the renta, “one-fourth of the rate paid by him as occupier. Soaing that tha 
cocupiar was called upon to pay one-quarter whether the houso was ovoupied or 
‘not, it became necessary to provide power for the Justices to enable ‘hem to 
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recdver one-quarter of the rate from owners of property in tho event of the 
houso remaining unoeeupiel for the whole of one quarter. 

Phe motion was agreed to. 

On tho motion of the How'nte Mx. Hoag some verbal amendments were 
adopted in section 66, which wero rendered necessary by the alterations 
previously made, . é 

Section 241 relating to improvements in dustees having been read— 

The Hox'mux Mx. Hoos suid that when this Part was last considered in 
Council, it-was decided that the scetion which gave power to the Justices to 
-carry ont iinprovements and sanitary arrangements among existing busteos, 
should be somewhat less vagno than was provided for by section 251 of the Bill 
and it was further sagzested, by the Hon'ble the President of tho Couneif 
that in giving that power to the Justices it would be desirable to enable the 
Government, in the cyeut of the Justices refusing or not giving effect to the 
provisions of the scction, to take measures with the view of giving effect to 
them, 

‘As the matter was fally diseusod the last time the Bill was bofore the Counei 
he prosuned no further remarks on the quostion wore culled for from hia, 
Ho would now ask the Council to refer t section 21a: they would find that 
it was now proposed to give the Justices power to propose such alterations. 
In the new scetion he had now provided, he proposed to omit the words “ sueh 
other alterations us the Justices might consider necessary,” und to confine the 

of the Justices to the construction of ronds, drains, and sewers, aitd the 
filling up of low lands with a view to the removal of discase. Ho had also in 
the section given eflvet to the amendment carried ou the motion of the 
Jier*blo member on his left (Baboo Kristodas Pal) to provont Justices taking 
notion agninst huts, unless they wero inspoeted and reported upen by two 
modienl ocers. Aecordnys to the nection aa they now stood modified, should 
tho Justices be of opinion that these bustees requited improvement, they would 
havo to call vpon two medieal officers to submit w writien report to the Justic 
in mecting regarding tho condition of such Tt would then Le tho 
duty of these officers to send in a report in writing on the sanitary condition of 
the blocks of huts, and furthor to specify the improvements in the way of the 
construction of roads, drains, and sewers, and the filling tp of Jow lands which 
they considered absolutely novessary for the removal of isk of disoase ari 
out of tho insanitary sfate of the block of huts. ‘That was, the condition 
proposed in section 251. He then followed it by a section which provided 
that if the local Government were of opinion that the Justices had failed to 
give effect to the provisions of section 251, it should be within the power of 
‘the Local Government to cause such block or block of huts to be inspected by 
the Sonitary Commissioner for Bengal, who should make report in evriting 
to the Local Government on the sanitary condition of the locality, and in the 
ovent of his roporting that the sanitary condition of the locality was'such as to 
be attended with risk of disease to the inhabitants or the’ ntighbourhood, 
should specify the huts which should be removed, the ronds, drains, aud sewers 
which should be constructed, and the low lands which should be ‘led up, 
with a view to the removal of sugh risk of disease. 

The Government could then call upon the Justices fe Birs, effect ta the 
provisions contained in the section; and if the Justices again fuiled to attend to 
what tho Local Government considered absolutely necessary for the improve- 
ment of tho eanitary arrangomonts of the buts, thon only would it be in the 
power of the Local Government to tske action in the matter. ‘This was 
provided for in the following clauso:— : 

“If the Justioos inako dofault in carrying out the said ordor of the Local Goverumoat, 
‘the Local Government mey appoint ome officer to porform the same, and such officgr snay 
exorciz all the yowers conferred upon the Justices by the last preceling souiony nd tho 
expouoos inourrod in that belilf by tush olfioar shall bo paid by the ownor of tho land? 

‘These sections, as far as Mx, Hoau waa able to understand tho wishes of 
the Council, gave effect to the opinion which was generally oxpromed as to 
narrowing the powers ‘of the Justicos and enabling the Local Government to 
step in, in the event of tho Justices failing to carry out their duty, and thon only 
after the Government had requested the Justices to take action.in the matter. 
‘He trusted, therefore, that the sections would meet with the approval of the 
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Council. With these remarks he bogged to move that sections 291 and £ 
bo inserted in tho Bill, in liew of tho presont section 251. 

+ ‘Tne How'uun rie Apvocare-Cexenat, said his hon’ble. friend the mover 
of the amendment seomod to think thut the Government should not tako 
the initiative, Suppose thy Justices did not wish to take measures in this dir 
tion, In such a euso the Government cuglit to be entitled to initiuto proccedings 
of a character so necessary to health. ‘here was nothing in the section which 
compelled them to do 80. & 

‘The section, the Advocate-Gencral thought, ought to run thus:—-“ Whenever 
the Local Government was sutisficd that any block of huts was in an unsatisfac- 
tory state,” and then empower the Goyernmentto call upon the Justices to do 
what was necdfal in case they fuiled to take action in tho matt 

‘The Hownux Mx, Hace’ stid he would then propose to insert the words 
‘in ease the Justicos omitted to tako action under tho last proceding section,” 
then the Local Govornmont should have the power of directing or taking such 
steps as may be deemed necessary 

‘The How’ste Banoo Krrstopas Par said that the section as amended was 
certainly less open to chjretion than thoso whieh had been brought forward 
before. But in endeavouring to make the provision of the law defini 
hon’ble member in chargo of the Hill had introduced certain works which, 
perhaps he know better thon anybody elsein thetown, could not be carried 
out in.practice, He alluded to the filling up of low lands. ‘This question was 

+ over aud over discussed by the Justices, and the hon’ble member had himself 
admitted that the operation would involve an amount of expenditure which many 
proprictors would not bo able to meet; and not only that, but it would not bo 
practicable to got tho earth necessary to .fill up low lands with which the 
dustees abounded. ‘Then, again, us the section was worded, BaBoo Kutsropas 
Paz understood it to mean that works which might be specified by. the modical 
officers, must be carried outhy the Justices, and that they were not to exercise 
any diceretion in the matter.” Suppose the medical officers recommended that 
 Foad 18 feet broad should be eonsteucted. [The Hon'ble Mr. Hogg:— all or 
any of the works.” But the Justices would have no discretion to modify any of 
the recommondations of the medical officors. He» was of opinion that the Justices 
should have a proper iliseretion in rogard to tho carrying ont of the works, that 
‘was to say, to modify, if necessary, the proposals of the medical oflicers, 

Then, again, Glause % referred to the removal of huts. The aceapiers 
were the persoas‘who ougit to remove huts, but the section also gave power 
to the Justices requiring cither the occupier or ewner to remove huts. ‘1 
expenditure which would be thus entailed would fall upon the owners, and it 
‘was anything but fair that the proprietor should be mado to Iicur 
which would be incurred in tho operation. Perhaps tenants night 
pensation for the removal of huts. 

Then hogeame to the power proposed ts be given to the Government to 
carry out such works shoukl the Justices omit to take action or neslect 10 
carry out tho law. Ho could ell appreciate the wnxicty with which Govern. 
mont contemplated the improvement of bustees, particularly when so much hal 
been written and talked about sanitation by sanitary authorities in En 
Hogubpited that it had not heen proved thot the Just 
in duty to give eifect to the low. It had bien admitted by the hon’ 
in charge of tho Bill that tho law asit now stood needed 
reason of its indefiniteness, It was now proposed to give definito and suiliciont 

were to tho Justices. If the Justives hud deserved the confidence of tlie 

joverhment:and the public in earrying out all other improvements in the town, 
he did not see why they should be restricted in this matter, About six 
months ego, tho Chairman of the Justices energetically moved iu carrying out 
improvement of the bustoes ; and ho believed the Hon'blo membor woul amit 
thatthe Justices heartily seconded him. So far as tho works undertaken 
hhad gone, tho Justices, as far as he was awaro, had placed no obstaclos in 
the way, thoagh thero had been differenco of opinion in matters of detail; 
but on the general principle thore had been perfect unanimity of opinion. Some 
of the owners had also shown n good spirit, and mado ndvaness to camry out 
provements euggered by te Justina. Now, seeing that even in Kula it 
‘bees found necessary to guard the power of the sanitary authorities with all 
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mannor of restrictions, ho did not think it was fair that théro should bo intro- 
duced a sort of double Government in the aenitary administration of Culeutta. 
If it had heon the fact thatthe Justices did wot. tke due action, or hd 
failed in performing their duties, then it might be propor and reasonable to arm 
the Government with the powers desired. Buty ashe had obsorved, the Justices 
had not in ony way neglected their duty, and it would be showing a want of 
confidence in thew to introduce the new principle. 

"The Hos’snn riz Apvocarn-Grxezat. said that the power which it was 
intended to confer apon Government by the new section, was absolute! 
necessary. It might bo perfeetly true ‘that tho Justices liad done all their 

entirely satisfetory manner, yot it was obviously for the bonefit 
of Calcutta that thei nuisances shouid be removed, and that they 
should be reuoyed with astzong bend, Tt therefore apposed to bin thatall the 
power which could be brought to bear for getting rid of theso nuisances or 
eficcting a reloru: in theso matters, should be vested either in the Government 
or the Ju ‘Pho power, if vested, would not be the Teast reflection upon 
tho corporation, for if by some chance or by want of finds or other eauses 
they professed themselves unable to earry out these works, he did not sea why 
tho Government should not call their attention to thom, and, if they failed fo. 
do anything, erry out the works. ‘This principle was fullowed in section 2514. 
‘Phercfore, so far from this power being in any way in the nature of « supposed 
animadversion upon the conduct of the Justices, it simply afforded greater 
protection to the community, which suffered from the existence of these 
nuisanc 

‘The Hox’si Me. Rusxouvs proposed the omission of tho words “ othor 
than an ordinary ‘eting” in the second lineuf section 251. Hedid not soe any 
reason why a special meeting should be called fur the purposo of considering 
‘those qnostion x 

‘The Hox'sur Mr, Hooa said that if the hou’ble member would refer to 
soction 26 of tho Bill, he would find that an ordinary meeting consisted of six 
Justices, He theught. it was dosirablo that when any important work was 
taken in hand it should come before a mecting which should be composed of 
not less than nino Justices. ‘That was tho principle adopted in Select Commi 
and one which might be very well accepted by the Council. 

His Hoxor its Presinenthad ono word to siy in regard to what had 
fallen fromm the hon'ble and learned Advocate-General as to the last clause of see- 
tion 2514, which said that the expenses incurred on that behiflf by such works 
should be paid by the owners of land. Well, now there wus no limit to expendi- 
ture, How was the owner to improve if he refused to pay, or how could the 
expenses be recoverable? Would it not be desirable to uicke some eondition 
rick would ruko that clea, in ordcr to allay apprehension on the part of dhe 
yropriciers of theso bustoce? Every man liked to know tho possible limit of 
chat A caso might arise in this wise:—Supposing there was ya very «nal 
Lloek: which constittitod the sole property of the owner, and when! the exponses 
came to be settled, the owner said ho was unable to pay. This would be a 
somewhat improbable case. 

‘Tur Lox’sut Mx, [loca explained that there was a sufficient protection 
xiven to owners of property. ‘These places wer tobe inspected, by two 
medic officers, and the Government, too, before any wotion was take 

Tis Hoxor tue Prnuoerr thought thatit was a fair charge upon the owner 
ef property. Ho beliovod, asa matter of fact, that snost of those blocks wero 
Jarge ones, and held as valuable property by rich native geutlemen, but thero 
inight be possibly somo exceptions to them, avd he presmmod provision’might 
be mado to cover all such excoptions. ‘There would then be thi8 difficulty, that 
it might bappen that a very objectionable neighbour mizht be part owner, and 
ia limited area was inserted in tho Bill, the Justices would not be able to deal 
with these blocks at all. “ 

‘Pun How'siz Mx, Hooa said that as in certain cases very heavy expenditure 
would fall upon owners, hv would not objoct to strike ont tho woid “' sowers” 
in scetion 251. 

‘The Hox’ste tar ApvocaTs-Grerat said he thought that as tho hon’ble 
the mover of the Bill did not object to atriking out tha .word “‘sower,” the 
provision would meet most of the cases in which the owner of the property 
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tojbo improved was a:poor ‘man; and he suggested that the amount expended 
should bo recoverable by instalments, 

‘Tae How'nie Me. Bert suid that it, seemed to him very injudicious to 
Jay down any particular limit of expenditure, and wiles they had some definite 
information on the question, he thought, it would Le wrong for the Cou 
to fix any such limit. Tn the ease mentioned hy the hon’ble member opposite, 
it was but fair to suppose that the works would he carried out by the Justiocs 
ux economically us possible, aud, without entailing any particular hardship upon 
privato individuals, : 

‘There was ono remark mude by the hon’ble member oppo: 
dhs Pol, with which, however, he quite concuved, and tu which he should like 
to call the attention of the Countil for ono m ‘The hone member 
suggested that the Justices should live @ dixeretion in carrying vut the works 
suggosted by the medical oftivers, ‘This weomed a rexsouuble suezestion, It 
might bo tluit the Justives might not choose to carry out any works suggested 
by the medical officers, ‘They might have plins “of their own, whieh i 
sanitary point of view, would prove. equally ellicarious asd mer 
the sume time. If the works the dustiees did carry out wen 
would of course be open to the Local Government. under se 
upon the work being properly dune, Jo certainly thought it was a question 
for consideration as fo whethcr it was necessary to restriet the Municipality to 
currying out works suggested by the modical officers, or whether it should “not 
have the power of inaugurating works on their own motion. As he read the 
section, the Justices must confine themselves to cary out works suggested by 
the medic: et 

“Tae Hox’une Mn, Hoas desired to point out to the hon’ble member who 
last spoke, that these works were very limited in their nature. ‘The first point 
wat that ‘the medical officers had i declare that there was actual risk of 
disease owing to the insan: mdition of the block, Having come to that 
decision, it then became thé duty of the medical officers to decide what huts 
should be removed, ins, or sewers should he constructed, ot 
Jow lands filled up.” These were the only works which fell within the scope of the 
section which it would po within the power of the medical offivers to suggest to 
tho Municipality ; aud certainly if tho modieal officers were agreed iu their advice 
fo the mynicipality, ho thought it should be left to those officors to decide what 
works wore absolely neces-ury to remove the risk which they declared setu 
existed. Ho was noi therefore’ prepared to ne he proposil that the Justies 
should be allowed to set aside the opinion of the medical officers as regards. the 
works to be carried out; but he was qiite prepared to adept what the hon'ble 
and learned Advocate-General suggested, and to zive the dustiges power to carry 
out any’special works. "That sccamed to hina to mevt all the objections raised by 
his hioi'ble. friend on the left (Iuboo Kristodas Pal) 
uw ML, Bri. suid thut whon he nade the suggestion he did not 
notice tho words as they stood. He thonght the hon'hle member in charge 
of tho Bill bad quite met'the ehjection that ind been urge . 

‘Tho Hey'ure Banoo Kuisropss Pa said he might mention one ease whieh 
cocusred only last woek, and which was int the recollection of thé hon*ble 
tneufber in chargo of the Bill, ‘There was a tank in.a bye-lano in” Dhurrum- 
tollah which the [Health Officer considered most injurious to health, Now, the 
Chairman of tho Justices had inspected the tank, ant did not eunsider it to Be so 
injurious, ‘The Hoalth Oilicer xeconmended that the tank should be at or 
filled vp. ‘Tho Chainnan was of opinion thut similar tauks were in existence 
in other parts of the town, aud if this particular tank was filled up, the other 
tauks should also be filled up. ‘Tho Justices concurrod with the Chairmen, and 
did ndt adopt the rucommondation of tho Health Offieor. Now, common senso 
might, suggest thot cortain things could not. be earriod out immediately or 
abaplutely, and yet the medical ollicors might be of a different opinion} sud 
‘ag tha scction wis worded, the Justices would be bound to carry out all tho 
‘works proposed by them. 

Huw Hovor tae 'Parswevt said it eppeared to him that the Council hud 
better retain the word “ sewers ;” but ie laps the retention of it would render 
tho works too expensive in the case of large blocks. 
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‘Tho How'ntx Ar. Hoaa proposed tho insertion st the end of the clanse of 
the words “ orany portion thereof,” and at the ond of clause 8 tho words “and it 
shall be within the power of tho Justicos, in ease of poverty, to limit the ‘con- 
struction to any portion of such works.” “He thought this would incet all cases. 

The amendments were then put and agroed to, and tho amended soctions 
251 and 2hla were carried 

‘The Hox'pi: Mr. Hoca then moved tho introduction of the following words 
after section 258 :— 

Proridod that no sach liconso bo grantog by tho Justices for tho uso of any lace 
tuted By tin Surin asa eaighborheds tons the penalty wring” ob the 
Manicipal Cormmissionore of tho Suburbs, oxcopt such pluon has boca used as a slaughter-houso 
before the paasing of tho Act, and provid furthor that all feos lovied by the Justioos for 
licenses to uso places situaicd in tho Suburbs as slaughter-housos be paid by tho Justices to 
the Municipal Commissioners of the Suburte. * 

‘The motion was agreed to, 

‘Tho Hox'nts: Mu. ‘Ruyxotbs moved the insertion of the following words 
at the ond of Soction 258:— 

«Provided that no license shall bo necessary for any slaughtor-houso which exiete or may 
bo eroeted with the parminsion of Govorsment upon land being Governiaent property.” 

Tho Hox'ur Mr. Hoag said ho regrotted ho was unablo to acoopt tho 
amendment proposed by the Hon’blo Mr. Reynolds, and he would detain 
hon’ble members of Conneil for a few minutes to explain the eireumstancos 
which ed to tho question of the inspection of sluughter-houses, and the 
reasons for which present legislation was sought for. So far back us 1864, a 
commission was appointed under the ordors of Government, consisting of Messrs. 
Schulch, Wells, and Horace Cockerell, wlioso duty was 10 inspect and report 
upon the existing slaughter-houses in tho suburbs, and to euggest whut arrange- 
ments would bo necessary with a view to provide the town and the suburbs 
with suitable placos for iho slaughter of cattle. ‘Tho committee appointed by 
Government condemned in very strong terms all the slaughter-houses in the 
suburbs, declaring that it was absointely necessary for providing a propor 
supply of meut tht a slaaghter-house should be constructed it the immediate 
vicinity of the main sewer, aud also within reasonable distance of a fall and 
pure supply of water. The suburban municipality, in «whose jurisdiction the 
slaughter-house was proposed to by Luilt, wore unable to undertake the work. 
Government ther looked to the Justieos in Culeutia to carry out the suggested 
improvements. ‘Their funds wore in a more flourishing condition than those of 
the sister municipality, and the Justices undertook tho work on the under- 
standing arrived at between the Suburban Commissioners and tho Caleutta 
Municipality, and with the assent of Government, that no sliughtor-house 
should be constructed in tho suburbs to competo with tho slaughtor-hause the 
Justices were willing to construct fim mnnicipal funds; and it was further 
arranged that all existing slaughtor-houses in the ayburbs chould be-absolutely 
closed, including the one at Kiddorpore. ‘The question then aro§e whether the 
Military authorities—thut was, tho Commissariot—should slaughter cattle at the 
now sliughter house the Justices wore about to construct. ‘The Commissariat 
authorities were opposed to the arrangements, but the Committeo, however, 
wore very decidedly of opinion that the Kidderporo sluughtor-house along swith 
other nuisances of the sumo class, should be closed, and that the Cumtisshriat 
Department should be compelled to have their catile slaughtered at the new 
slaughtes-house t be coustructed by the Justices. ° 

"Phe rocomtnendations of the Commisteo thon went up to Government with 
a protost ftom tho Uommissariat Departmeit, ‘The local Governmonb agreed 
with tho reconiendation of tho Committoe, that the Commissariat should 
slayghter their cattle at the municipal sleughter-house. ‘The question wag then 
referred to the Military authorities with the Government of India, and they 
also were of alike opinion. €onsequently, orders were issued for tho alesing 
of the institution at Kiddorporo, end thot all slaughtering, both fur the town and 
“suburbs, should be carried’on xt the Justices’ new slouglter-house. Under that 
clear understanding the Justices spent nearly throo lakhs of rupees, not to carry 
out any improvomente which thoy had thomsolvoe initiated, but with a view 
morely to acting up to the express wishos of the Government of Bengal and the 
Govoramoat of india, Well whon the slaaghtor-howse was eoosizested, ory. 
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great difficalty was foubd in closing the old slanghter-houses in the suburbs, and 
special logisletion was resorted to. ‘he Act passed was flot found sufficient, end. 
subsequently they wore clored, as being public nuisances, under tho Criminal 
Procedure Code.” Owing to tho one at Kidderpore in the possession of the 
Military euthoritio, boing, gonrally used by therm, the Justices wore. unable to 
procoed against them, and it was allowed to continuo an admitted nuisance for 
the last ten yeara merely because it had the support of the Military authorities, 
and tho Miller aushorisies, notwitbranding tho decision arrived at by, tho 
Governments of India and Bengal, would not use and had wot used the slaughter- 
house made for the use of the public. Now, Mu. Hovw believed, owing to the 
action of His Excellency. the Commander-in-Chief, the slaughterhouse at 
Kidderporo was to be closod, und tho Military authoritios ad suggested that 
anothor one should bo constructed at Flastings. ‘The matter was piuced before 
tho Justices a0 long beck as July 1874, who recapitulated the whe: facts of tho 
‘nse, and the report wound up by saying that the Justices had no desire to 
nd in the way of tho wishes of Government. 


























After the muttor hud been discussed, the Justices informed the Govern- 
ment that the conditions laid down by Government had been acceded .to by 
them, and that in reference to the proposed building ut Hastings, they wero 
propired to grant a lieonio, provided the Military authorities could satisfy 
thom that its’ sanitary arraugements were such as would sect the conditions 
luid down in that letfer, and that « private independent supply of water, apart 
from the Calentta supply, wax provided for its consorvancy arrangements, 
‘Tho only parties that had a right to object to tho present arrangements were 
tho Suburban municipality. They, however, entered into an agreement 
Detween themselves aud the Calcutta’ Municipality, and they were now per- 
foctly satisfied, and only stipulated that since the Justices ind by legislative 
enactment deprived thom of tho right to issue eonses, thoy should hnvo m 
reasonuble amount paid to them yeurly, and that amount was fixed by 
thom at Rs. 1,000. But it was true the Chairman of that Municipality 
suggested that tM amount to be paid should be qpen to revision after fivo 
years. However, Mr. Hoao had not thought it desirable or necessary to 
accade t6 that proposal, seoing that Rs 1,000 annually was ample payment, 
and seeing that the Justices” slaughter-house being situated in the suburbs, 
thoy had to pay the usual house und other rates in it levied in the suburbs 
to tho Commissioners. Tho Suburban Commissioners being satisfied, the 
Council wasnow asked to make exceptional legislation in favour of Goverument, 
Ho did not sco why Government ehould object to let itself be governed Ly the 
rules laid down by themsclves, No doubt if Government could satisfy the 
Justioos that thoy desired to construct a slaughter-houso upon propor sanitary 
conditions, supplying it with water, the Justices would be very ready to grant 
2 license for the construction of a building at Kiddorporo or ‘elsowhere. But 
he did not think thet the Council should, simply beciaso the property belonged 
to Government, declare by legistation that Government should be entitled’ to 
use a building as a slaughter-house on land belonging to Government within 
tho mburbs, and as he understood also, within tha town of Caleutta, Ho would 
farthor subwit that although there had boon no legal birding agrecront 
botweok thw Calcutta Justices and tho Suburban Commissioners and Govern- 
mont in respogt of tho number of slunghter-housos, yet there was a distinct 
‘understanding arrived at in 1864 on tho requisition of Government, aud upon 
that requisition the Calcutta Justices had expended from monios derived from 
therate-payers nearly three lakhs of rupees; aud it seemed to him, therefore, that 
this Council should hesitate before deciding upon exceptional legislation which 
would virtually sot asido an agreement arrived at in 1865. Por these roasons 
he was tnablo to acvept the amendment. 

The Hox'sut Mk. Rexwoups wishod to point out that the proposed estab- 
Tishtusst would not be anew slaughtor-house, but only the erection of a now 
one in. place of the old, with cortain improvements. He was quite awure 
of the. conditions made’ by jhe Justices in 1874, but he wae not aware of the 
‘acosptqnice of those conditio’s by Government, 

‘The Hon'sus Me. Hoac sid that they had been officially accepted by 
Government leat, week (?) 
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‘The Hox'nu Banoo Kxreropas Pat, entirely cononfred with the hon'ble 
member in charge of the Bill in the viow ho had taken us to the question 
which aroso on the amendment. If hoa'ble mombers would read the corre- 
spondence which passed betwoon the Justices and tho Government and which 
rosulted in tho establishment of the ‘Tengrah slaughter-house, they would find 
that tho work was undertaken by the Justices at the instance of Govermnont, 
and for the beuefit of the general community in the town and suburbs. It would, 
he thought, taking the view which his hon’ble friond had taken, "be a sort of 
breach of faith on theepart of the Goverment to deprive the Justices now of the 
revenues derived from the slaughter-house by authorizing the erection of one ‘no 
Govermuent Jand without getting a license from the Justices. * 

Tt was urged in favor of tho amendment that tho Kiddorpore market 
would draw its supply of meat from the proposed slaughter-house. Now, 
if tho interests of the Kidderpore market were to bo consultod in pro- 
forence to thoso of the town, ho submitted thet Government would be 
showing an unduo preferenco ‘to the former. Besides, 80 far as he could 
understand the hon’ble member in chergo of the Bill, the Commissa- 
iut slaughter-houso at Kidderporo was, ineladed in tho report of 1804, and 
‘that if it liad not been done away with, it was simply because tho Military: 
authoritios did not defer to tho orders of Government. ‘Tho Justices wore 
strong enough to suppress privato slaughter-houses throughout the suburbs, but 
‘were powerless against the Military authoritio, Now again it was proposed 
to make an exceptional case of the Kidderpore market because the Govern- 
ment was interested in it. Banoo Keistonis Pa thought that the only party 
which had a lexitimato interest in the matter was the Suburban Municipality, wnd 
as a compromise hud been effected between the two Municipalities by u division 
of the license fees, he did not soe any reason why tho Government should 
put in # claim for the erection of a slaughter-houso on their own account, 

Tho Hox’uix the Apvocars-Grxenat eaid that somo years back tho eubject 
of slaughter-honses was disoussed in this Council, and a law was passed in rospect 
of them. Tt was declared that existing slaughter-houses inghe suburhs wero 
objectionable, that they were nuisances and ought to be removed, and one 
place constructed and adapted for all parties. “He could well remamber the 
time when private persons complained very Ditterly’ of the resolution’ which 
had beon arrived ut. ‘The principle referred to being once estublished, he 
could not see how that principles was to be broken in upon simply on ‘tho 
ground thub it was convenient to Kidderporo that a slaughterhouse should 
xist thoro. ‘Tho samo remark appliod to ovory other market in Caleutta, It 
hhad also’ boon said that it was not proposed to rect a new market, He took 
it that if you left one placo and went to another it was making a new slaughter- 
honge. ¥f any exeeptional and special grounds had been set forwmrd bofore 
the Council for the proposed amendment, he would have beon propared to 
deal with the question, Beyond tho reduction of some Rs. 300 in tho 
shape of rents, there was no loss, ‘The loss of revenue would not bo great, 
inanmuch es that market would bosupplitd in the same way as the other 
markets wore. Ho therefore thought they ought not to any sort of 
oxcoption in favour of a partieulur caso, and it would not be right on tho part 
of the Council to carry out by legislation a measure which would tong to tho 
injury of tho Justices) On these grounds he objected to the amendment. 

"tam How're Me. Revvorus tid. that the senso of the Council being 
against the amendment, ho would withdraw it. 

‘The section as amended was then agreed to. 

‘Tne How’nix Mu, Hosa moved at the end of section 260 6 add the follow- 
ing words -— 

“ Provided that the Justices shall annuslly Bey rupees one thousand to the ‘Municit 
Commissioners of the Suburbs by way of liounse feo for the wleughter-house established by 
‘the Justioes at Tengah.” 7 

‘This would moet the objection which had beon placed before the Council 
by she Saburhan Municipality. ‘They had addesied the Council, and their 
representations were in the hands of hon'ble gembérs. ‘They urged: that 
it would be unr to depeive thea of an income which they previously enjoyed 
fiom licensiag elaughiee oven in the suburbs, He oousiliod with the Wenielpel 
‘Commissioners rogarding their objections, and the amendment he ubw proposed 
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to introduce would; he believed, moat all the objections the'Suburban Commis- 
sioners had. 

‘Tho motion was agreed to. 

Section 260 to 208 were severally agreed to. 

The How'nte Mz. Hoao moved the omission of tho words “ under the 
section ” in line 32 of section 267. 

‘The motion was carried, and the section as amended agreed to, 

‘Tho “How'six: Bavoo Ketsronss Pat moved the insertion of the words 
“not being firewood exposed for retail sale” after the words “moved” in 
clause (j), of section 268, but tho motion was nogatived.

His Hoxon 72z Parstenr said, bo'oro calling upon tho Hon'ble Mr. Dempicr 
to speak to tho notion which stands in his name, I would just like to mention 
that there ero threo very important kills whieh have bean before the Council 
for a considerable time.

‘There is 
every hope that these fhive Bills may, with tho eo-oporation of the members, be 
pusced in a reasonable timo, provided nothing occurs to provent their being 
speedily settled in committoe, and hon’ble members on the Select Commit 
tees will be good cnough to attend 23 regularly as possible, even at somo 
sacrifice of their valuable time and inconvenience to thomselves. I am 
confident that 20 much devotion to the public interests has been shown by 
hon'tle members both in their collective capacity and as individuals, that they 
will be good encugh to give up a sufficient portion of their time and attewion 
to these important questions to enable these mensures to be speedily advanced 
to their final stage. 3 : 

hore is onc other important Bill before the Council, viz. the Bill relating 
to the municipality of the capital city of Calentta, I am happy to say that since 
the termination of the holidays, the Sclect Committee hus given close atten- 
tion to the important matter of constitutional ehunge in the Municipality, and 
the principle of elective representation, and I bolieve they have so far advanced 
with the work that their report may he ready by she middleof next week ; and 
if that, should ho the cuse, I propose that we tuko up the report of the Select 
Committee on the constitution of the Municipality at the noxt meeting of the 
Council this day wock.

REGISTRATION OF POSSESSORY TITLES. 

The Hov'nte Mz. Dawrree said in January lest ho Inid bofore the Couneil 
the reasons which led the Government to propose the passing of a measure 
for enforcing the compulsory registration of possessory titles. He mentioned 
thet tho existing lew 9f 1798 ant 1800 requirod ouch rogiination, but, at ko 
requirements of tho law had been very laxly enforoed, and that the means 

rovided for enforcing it wore e0 cumbrous az to be practically inoperative, 
The tondeney of recent Jegialation had bean, while insisting on the perform- 
ance of certain dutiea and the fulfilment of cartain obligations by .tho 
hokrs of land, to promoto the senriy of landed proprietors by, provid 

that whether for the enforoemens of punalties on flare "0 i ea 
obligations, or for the realization of other state demands, procoss should 
be. taken, in the fret insteneo, Sains donaltng landholders. iadividully, 
‘and not against the estate to the ion of which the obli tached 
recourve being had to the sale of landed property in tho lost resort only. 
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Act VIT of 1868 of this Council exemplified the tendeney of recent legislation 
to bo in this direction. * But in the absence of complete and correct repistrae 
tion of tho names of the persons in possession of lund as proprietors, it was 
often ‘most difficult, and sometimes impossible, to ideutify the individuals 
on whom the law imposed tho obligation whieh it was sought to enforce. 
On thoto considorations the Council acvepted the necessity of practically 
enforcing the registration of the possession of landed property, which the existing 
Jaw indeed required, but was inofiectual to secure. Since Mu. Damprer hed. 
asked leave to introduce the Bill, tho time of the Cunneil had been taken up 
by other importaat measures; but he had had the advantuge of consulting on 
the subject the most experienced revenue efficers who were cencemed in the 
Adimnintrtion of the dintrcts wd with the help of, theie suggestions and 














criticisms, he had framed the Will which he had the honor tu Iny before the 
Council. 
‘The oxi 





ing old Regulations contained provisions preveribing the form of 
registers which should be propared, and tho manner in which they should be 
Kept up. ‘Those provisions were soaitered over many’ of the old Kegulationss 
their requirements were in such detail, and so minuto, ihut it hud been impossible 
to work thom to any useful purpose. ‘Tho prosent opportanity hed therefore 
been taken to repeal the portions of the Regulations which’ touched on this 
subject, and to re-enact so much of them as would now be of uxe in a compact 
form more adapted to present requirements, 

Timmpht be thought that dhe second and third Pazts of tho Bill os Inid 
before the Council contained mech which might have been left to be 
provided for hy instructions issued by the Executive Government for the 

suidanee of its officers ; and it wax a fair matter for consideration whether the 
ill need be so much in detail in vogard to the preparation of registers. 

In preparing tho Rill, Me. Daoier had thought, it best to follow the 
model of the old Regulations in this respect, instend of wiping out all trace of 
them from the statute book of Bengsl, und merely providing that the Board 
should prescribe the forms of rogisters; and he was inclined to think that this 
domesday hook, so to call it, would be of such importance to the publie, that it 
was desirable to lay down the Jines for the guidance of the Executive with 
more dietinetnoss and procision thon was ordinarily necessary. 

Section 4 proscribed four registers whieh tho Collector should keep—the 

eneral register of revenue paving lands, the general register of revenue- 
Fico lands, a mouzahyrar register of all lands rovenue-paying and rovenue-frea, 
and an intermediate register of ehanges affecting entries in the goneral and 
mouzahwar registers. Every one of these registers was a counterpart of a con 
responding. register now kept up, or whieh it was now professed to keep up, 
and in regard (u which there was more or less diversity in different districta 
‘As to the’ goncral register of revenne-paying lands, it was divided into two 
parts, of the fizat of which ho need say nothing, for & was the actual counter- 
part of existing general rogisters of estates bome on the towjee. But the 
second register was now. It provided for a systematic rogistry of lands lying 
in the district of one Collector, buf belonging to au estate borne on the towjee 
of unotiier district. The preparation of this register would eause much trouble. 
But in tho administration of tho Revenuo Department officers were always 
coming upon difficulties caused by the want of such a register. Collectors had 
no formal collated record of information regarding the lands lying in their 
‘own districts, if those lands formed part of estates borne on the revenue-roll of 
the Collectors of other districts. * 

From, the 6th section onwards were particulars of what the general 
rogisters of revenuo-paying lands should contain. Of those particulars it was 
only necossary to draw the attention of the Council to two. He had introduced 
‘@ provisiba requiring that undor euch estate should bo entered all tonurcs within 
it which had been registered under the protective clauses of Act XI of 1859, 
whetheF guch tanures wore specially or ordinarily registered ; whether th 
were proteted agains! the Government or only aguinat other parti, Tt hed 
eon fuggesied that the rogistration of these particulars would bring useful 
information into a convenient and accessible form. Mz. Damrree had some 
doubts sto whether it would be proper to show these particulars in the 
register, for it seamed to him daugerous to do anything which might delude 
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intending purchasers into the belief that if they consulted this register, thoy 
‘were tober against the Gxistonco of ineubroucos and adverse tiles in 
eatatos which they wishod to b Jk was not tho objoot of this register. 

‘The second point was a provision that tho names of inortgagees should | 
registered. Of this he should speak more fully when he eame to the substantive 
section‘of the Bill on the subject 

Section 9.was a new section, and a very important one. ‘The Council were 
awere that irrespectively of revenue-free lands held on titles which hud been 
declared valid by competent courts and uathorities, mgny districts were 
studded with plots of land held without payment of rent to any one, but 
which lad nevor been authoritatively pronounced exempt from the payment 
Of revennd,. These. (under the nme of naatibe Joe inttatios, 3a Parheah) 
wore to be counted in thousands. It was impossible to admit these on the 
rogisters ax recognized rovenue-iree lands; and it was not dosired to arouse 
‘the litigation which would be caused by forcing the rent-free holdors to 
prove their titles to hold rent-free or revenuo-free; but for the purposes of 
‘genoral administration it was necessary to hold some person Hable in respect 
of such plots of land to the obligations wh the laws imposed upon 
landholders; and to secure this ubject the Bill followed the example of the 
Embankment and Itoad Coss Acts, and empowered the revenue authoritics to 
attach such plots of land in his registers to any adjoining estato for tho 
purposes of the Act only. Sucli registration carried with it no rights of any 
Sort except such as were essential for tho purposes of the Act. ‘The obligation 
imposed on the holder of tho estate to which auch a plot was attached would 
dhen be to perfarn all diitics in:tespoct of such 9. jot as he. would. havo to 
perform in rogard to any land fur which he received rent on his estate. 

Register B was the register of revenue-free titles. This had been the 
subject of much enquiry; and the result was that the attempt to keep up 
the register’ now called G, tho vogister of lakhiraj lands, had led to the 
most confused and divorse practice in different districts. In some districts 
those lands only were admitted to registration of which the titles had been 

ronounced valid by a competent court. In other districts every one who 
could show that he eld land free uf rent had been admitted to registry ; y 
where tho resistors wore admittedly imperféct; and admittedly it was nlmost 
impossible to bring them near perfection, 4 

‘The Bill provided for the admission to this register, first, of lakhiraj 
tenures, of which the titles had been pronounced valid by-a. competent court; 

And secondly, of those tenures of which the Government in recent times 
had conferred tea revenuefeee; such aa lads old with « revonuedies tlle 
and those of which the revenue had been redeemed by payment of a capi. 
telized sum; : 

‘And thirdly, a diserction was given 13 the Board of Revenue to admit 
on the register any other Jands as revenue-free; the intention of whieh was 
that even where a lakhixaj title hud not.been declared valid’ by a competent 
court, if the Board wore satisfied that the title was one which, with due regard 
to the public interests, might by admitted to be reveauettee’ they might ordor 
such land to be recognized ,as' revenuc-free land by ontry ou this general 
register B. Ree 

"The second and third parts of this general register of revonué-free. lands 
wero now, but thoy merely brought into the systor of rogiatore prescribed b 
this Act lands which were alroady rocorded in books preseribed by the Boar 
Te waa necessary to provide for the inclusion of auch lands in: the registers 
prescribed by ‘thie Bill in order to attain the object of the Bill, which was to 
provide ragistera which should account for every acro of land in 2 district. 

The mouzshwar register was prescribed in section 21 and. the following 
seotions, . Suoh a rogisior eleoady existed. Bat the difference introduced by 
the Bill was this. Mouzalis were now registered according to pergunerls. [t 
had been suggested by more than oue officer, and notably by Ms: Kemble of 
Parnoah, thot this modo of classification was now usoloss for any practical 

pose. The pergunnah had ceased to be a unit for any practical purpose. 
Fentighe consist of patches’of-land situated here and there, aud surrounded by 
lands of other pergunnebs, ‘The suggestion was thet the mouzelwar rogistor 
should be oo prepared as to Me usofal forall purposes of gonetal administration ; 
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for police and census purposes for instance, as well as rovenuo ant fiscal 
purposes. This seemed 10 be a. practical augrostion, Bat there. wos ono 
difficulty. The perguanal: was au established unit of which the Government 
did not change or alter the limits; whereas the jurisdictions of thins, ax 
would bo ecen from the Gazettes, were constantly heing extended or reduced, or 
changed, and it would cortainly cause much inemvenionce if the juristictions 
of thanas wore changed immediately aftor x mouzawar had bei 
prepared under this Act, classified according to thana jari 














risdietions. 

Mr. Dasprer hed thought it would be best that the Mill should leave the 
arrangement of the mouzehwar register clastic, to ie adapted to circumstances by 
the Executive. The Bill therefore provided that mouzalws should be exranyed, 
not according to pergunpahs, bat according to the local divisinns of any 
district ; and a local division” was defined to mean any local divisio, w' 
@ pergunniah, thang, or any other which the Board of Revenue m 
for the district. So that in any district in which the rev 
boundarics had boon conchided, the Board prosumably would preveribe that 
the preparation of these mouzshwar registers should be according to police 
jurisdictions, And if tho district were one in which thoso arrangements wore 
in a “fluid state,” they would presumably presiribe that the mouzulwar 
regis should be arranged according fo pergunnalis or some other init 

if the intermediate registers Mx. Daxrrtx weed not say much. ‘They 
were the counterpart of what the present Regulations provided.

tion of documents which effected such chanyes: thirlly, where parties came 
into possession of lantls by transfor or succession, they were bound to give notice 
of such acquisition or possession ; and fourthly, landlolders were bound to give 
notice of the creution of now villages on their estates. 

Part IV xblatod to the rogistration and matutiou of names of proprictors, 
It imposed tho obligation to rogistor on four classes of persons—frst, on all 
persons who held proprietary possession, which by the definftions would include 
esoes of ostates eld directly trom the Collector” ‘They were bound io xegistor 
within six months of the passing of the Act. Secondly, on every persni who 
succeeded to such right, within six months of his succession; thirdly, on 
managers urider the Collector or the Court of Wards or a court of “justice,” who 
mist register within three months of their appointment or of the pissing of the 
‘Act; and fourthly, any person who was registered a» proprietor, who 
transfer hia right, wan roquired to give notice to tho Collector of euch transoe, 
‘Theso wore the- obligatory provisions; and thore was a section 51 which was 
permissive only, ond onabled a mortgages to apply for rogistrution of hhis name 
asa mortgages.” This provision was new, and introduced’ us the outcome 
of e disetasion which had lately taken placo ax to relaxing the rigor of 
the Salo Law. After making inquiries and consulting the landed interest, 
the Government had come to the conclusion that stringent as tho Sale 
Lawé wore, they invested revenue officers with ample discretion to work them 
without inflicting unnecessary hardship; xud that in practice that discro. 
tion was x0 largely used by Collectors, and onforeed by the controlling 
yovenuo authoritios, that little reason was loft to complain, If Me. Dawrue 
had-rightly undorstood tho conclusions to which tho Govornment had come, he 
must say thet ho was woll sutiafiod with thom. It could not be «onied that tho 
Bengal sunset law, as it was called, which empowered u Collector to sqll up sn 
estate om which tho smallest amount of land revenuo remained unpaid ona 
certain hour of a certain day, had, when read alone, the appearaneo of being an 
extraordinarily arbitrary, severe, and Draconic law; and in this light it might 
strike any one until he cami to examine the working of the lew. When he did

so he found that the Inw gave revenue officers ample powers to receive a payment 
of arroars which was tendgred after the fixed date, and to put off the sale of the 
estate; and that in practice the Collectors, 80 to say, eaught at any good excuse 
for not selling up an estate which was in default. Not only did they do so from 
their own good sense and desire to avoid severity, but they know that this was 
the policy which the Government and the controlling authorities desired to 
enforee ; and every Collector was aware that in any cago in which an estate war 
sold fur default (otherwise than because the owners chose to jet it be sold), tho 
onus wonld eventually be thrown on him personally of justifying his recourso to 
sulo; and he would be put to the proof that the circumstances of the default 
were such that le could not reasonably have held his hand from sale. Ou the 
other hand, those who had experience of district administration knew well that 
there were extreme cases of repeated default from incorrigible mismanagement 
of his affairs by a proprietor, o7 in eonsoquoneo of irreconcilable disputos amon; 
co-proprictors, against which liability to sale wes tho only efficiont. cheek ; an 
in such cases it was often roally for the benefit of the fenantry on the estate, 
and for tho general gocd of all except tha defaultors, that thé estute should 
pass into better hands and management. He had taken leave to digress 
so fur dom the subject of the Bill in land as to make these remarks, because, 
as he undersiood, no Bill would now be brought forward for the amendment 
of the Sale Law. The Government had found that they could, by executive 
orders give all that the landed interest could reasonably ask, and that the 
only Jogislution required was to givo a mortgagoo a right to have his name 
registered. ‘This right was given by the Bill now before tho Council, and the 
Government had pledged itself to take cere that notioa should be given to ever 
martgugee whose interest might be affected before an eatate was sold for defuutt 
of payment of revenue. 

‘The rest. of the Chapter, sections 53 to 66, provided the procedure for 
registration: if no objection was made to the application for registration, tho 
Gollector would at once proceed to register ; but to uso the words cf section 61 — 
If in the case of the alleged transfer from a living person tho fact of posses 
sion by the applicant ie not proved, or if the right of succoasion be disputed 
oy or on behalf of any person making a conflicting claim, and it bo not proved 
10 the satistetion of the Collector that tho epplicant has epquired possoasion in 
accordance with his claim to succession, the Collector shall refer the matter to 
the determination of the principal civil court of original jurisdiction.” And 
the result of that would be that the principal civil court would yefor the matter 
to any other competent civil court, and thet court would proceed on the inodel 
provided by Act X[X of 1841 to try summarily the question of right to possca- 
sion. ‘The provisions of the Bill here followed “act XX of 1841 almost closely. 
He was aware tiut a great deal might be said against these summary trials, and 
he wasawaro that such trials wore generally considered to bo only so much useless 
trouble and expense. But he had not been ablo to devise anything olso which 
would answer the present purpose, and he could only hope’ that if these trials 
were considered to be mere ucless trouble end expense, the sesistence 
of the learned Advocato-General would enable the Select Committes to 
devise something less objectionable, and which would not miss the object 
of the Bill, which was to enable tho Executive Government at once to 
identify the person to whom tho obligations of landholders attached in respétt 
of every estate, Any decision so summarily passed by a civil court was of 
course open to be contested by a regular suit immediately afterwards, “which 
regular suit would be decided any fimo within the noxt ton yoars,’ during 
sich tne it wen absolutely neodasry forthe executive administration of the 
country that the Govornment should know jn whose. pomesion tho land was, 
and who wes the person liable to fulfil the duties which the law imposed on the 
owners of land. s 

Sections 69 and 70 imposed pensltice for failureto register. As soon 2a,the 
Collector discovered that the person liable to register had. ‘to doao, he might 
call upon him to obey the law, and might impose a daily fine. Then there was 
another gnd a very much stronger moans of ansiating on the fuliilment of the 
obligation for rogistration, which was provided by section 70,—a provision 
which of course would be much discussed in Select Committes. It provided 
that mo poraon required to register shold be able to avail himsolf of the

facilities which the existing law gave for the recovery of rent, until ho had 
applied for registration, 

Section 71 provided that the persons required by this Bill to regisier 
should be the persons who were liable to fulfil the obligetions which the law 
imposed on landholder : 

‘Tho last Chapter oontained misecllancous provisions, and tho only part of it to 
which ho would call attontion was soction 74, which laid down precisoly the 
appollato jurisdiction. In that section was followod tho principle that when the 
court of first instance and the first appellate court were agrecd, thers should 
ba no further appeal; and he thought that ina summary matter of this sori, 
wich did not affect tho ght to title that would be uficient, 

With these remarks be begged to move that the Bill to provide for the 
compulsory registration of possossory titles in rovenue-paying estates and 
sereciertive lants be read wi Cousall 

‘Tho Ho'nue Mr. Scutarca said ho entirely approved of tho objects for 
which this Bill wus introduced, viz. to ensure tho renponsibility of those who 
were required by tho law to porform certain duties; and the letter of the 
Sroratary to tho Roard of Ravonuo, which was printed among th anoxarcs 
to the Bill, fally entorod into the subject. It would not therefore be nocossury 
for him fnrther to dilate on that subject in the Council. ‘There was, hower: 
one question of detail to which ho wished to draw the attention ot the Conneil, 
By section 43‘the provisions now in force of the existing law, requiring the 
civil courts to forward a memorandum of all decrees und orders pussid by 
them to the Collector, which might create, declare, transfer, limit, ex otherwise 
extinguish any proprictary possession in an estate, or alter the arca of such 
estate, were continued. To was aware that this was tho rulo whieh was in the 
existing law. But in reality that law had become a doad-lettex, and Ihad never 
practically been enforced. “He woitld therefore ask the Select Committeo to 
tako this point into their consideration, und"dotermine whathor it was wecessary 
to continue that provision, or whether it, would not ba better to throw fhe 
burden of such rogistration, and rendor it obligatory on tho parties to the 
decreo to forward such information to the Collector, and not bring: tie 
court directly into the question. On the whole, the Bill met Mi, Scnat 
full approval, and, he thought, would supply the want which had bocu fe 

‘Pho Hey’sut tho Apvocats-Gusmnat. said that although he was averse to 
the adoption of any legislative measure which had for ono of its chjects the 
decision gf claims to land, or the possossion of land in a summary manner, as 
creating complications and difficulties in the adjudication of titles, yet ho was 
obliged to admit that in the present ease the Bill proposed to be introduced 
intd Council was a necowary and sxulutary subject of legislation. ‘The earlier 
Regulations, which it was proposed to repeal, had almost fallen into disuso, as, 
owing to the increased value of land, it had "become unnecossary to look to 
the zemindars personally for the recovery of airoars of revenue. “The utility of 
thevo regulations, vo far as they wore applicable and capablo of being enforced, 
had béon revived by the introduction of several Acts which had been late: 
passed, enfbroing ooctain obligations on tho part of vomindars which, although 

reviously existing, hed oithor boon forgotten or wore not obsorred. ‘Tho 

‘mbenkment Act was an instanco of an obligation which had beon enforced by 
tho legislature, Other logislative moasures had also been lately passed whic 
threw on zemindars certain distinet obligations which it would be difficult. to 
‘enforce ypless the scheme of legislation provided by this Bill recoived legislative 
senction. Under these circumstances, it occurred to him that the present was a 
fitting.time for the introduction of a Bill for the compulsory registration of 
posseseory titles.to land, and with a view to ite efficiency its clauses should bo 
stringent and comprehensive. Irrespective of tho substantial aid which this Bill 
would afford to the Government in tho enforooment of logal obligations by 
ownets ‘and possessors of landed property, it would in some measure contribute 
to tho administoation of justice, and would, mdreover, materially assist persona 
in the purobane ‘of landed propsety with reference to the investigation of tite. 

+. With reference to: mil mentioned by tho hon'ble mover, it was 
‘ovident that tiany of these tenures existed only in name. ‘Thoy+ were oiten 
eae by owners after defsult and sale, and antedated inorder to 

core an income for their. families, By. a system.mbich provided for the 
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rogistrution of milit lands, parchasora of rovenuc-paying, estates would be 
enabled to know exactly whethor auch tenures had any existence prior to the 
purchase within tho geographical Himits of their estates. Au intending purchaser 
of a revenue-paying estate (agreed to be purchased privately) would also be en 
abled, by inspecting the register, to ascortain what amount of milik Iands should 
be excluded in the computation of the arca of the estate (proposed to be sold) 
which was very often #0 calculated as to include ull Tands within the geogra- 
phival limits of an estate, and ¢hus to compute the exact amount. of purchase 
inoney payable for the whole at a certain rute per beegha. Under existing 

cirenmnstanees, 2 purchaser might pureheso an estate yith a certain estimate 

area, excluding all lands within its boundaries as defied by a ¢hakbust nap or 
revenue survey, and pay the full price of the same ut the rato of a certain sam 
of rupecs per beegha; and in proceeding to take possession he'might be mot by 
_porsons opposing such possession as to part of his purchase by putting forward 
‘laims thereto on the ground of their being midi lands, At present he must 
cither submit to these claims, or resist thom in the hope of being oble to con- 
trovert them. After the present Hill passed into Jaw, a person so cireum- 
stanced would have something to go upon in determining his course of action. 

‘The Hox’ait Baxoo Krtstonas V'At seid ha would ecrdially support, this 

Its object was to fill the void caused by the non-observance of the 
Rogulations of 1793 and 1800. Tt was to be regretied that tho wholesome 
provisions of the Code of Regulations of 1793, that repository’ of loxislative 
wndom fll into dino from laxity in administration, Te was of opinion thas 
if the registration of possessory titles and the exchange of written leases had 
een regularly onforecd in aovordanco with the provisions of law, there would 
not have bocn so much miganderstanding, confusion, and litigation ax had 
unfortunately attended the land administration of tho country. Thi hon’ble 
and learned Advoeato.Goneral had pointed out the prineipal advantages which 
would flow from the Bill. Basoo Keisronas Pat. might observe that this Bill 
would form a useful adjunct to the Partition Bill. “In fact without this Bill 
ny progress could be made with the other ; it would form the basis of the other, 
Once the number of proprietors and shareholders was registered, it would be 
casy for the Collector to know who the recorded proprictore wore, and whether 
‘they were in possession ; and then tho machinory of the Partition Law might 
Iho moved to the advantage of the State and the landed interest. Io also hoped 
tbat the onforcoment of this law would put an end to what was called the 
jonanee system. He believed that that system was gradually falling into 
disaso, Intt this Bill would lay the axe at the root of the trea. 

With regard to the details of the Bill, the Select Committee would doubtless 
give theip best consideration to them. But he might observe a pussunt that 
for the purposes of the Bill he did not see any objection to the summary 
investigation of claims to registration for the purposes of the proposed Act. 
Bat ho thought it would bo-moro convenient if the Collector wore invested 
swith tho power of investigating theso claime summarily instcad of the civil 
court being brought in, particularly when fall liborty was given to tho partios 
to contest the decision of the Collector by a regular suit in tho eivil court. 
Tt appeared to .Bazoo Krtstopas Pat thet it would simplify business if the 
‘whole proceedings under the Bill wore left in the hands of the Collector. 

‘The scale of fees for rogistration hud not been given in tho Bill, exco 
that the waximum fee should not exceed Rs 100." He hoped that the scale 
would be so regulated as not to put an unn obstacle in the ,way of 
registration. In fact he thought tho acale of foes sliould be made conformable 
to the sealo:provided for ordinary rogistration under the Rogistration Las. 

‘He did not agreo with the Hon'ble mover of the Bill that a double ponalty 
should bo imposed on the :propriotor, firet a daily. fine, and sosondly the 
disability to sue. Thix outlawry as it wore struck him ax very harsh, and 
not quite-in consonance with the general spirit of the lew. A daify fino ought 
9 bo sficint to onioroe registeiton; ah ‘penalty of utlawry appeared ‘to 

im to be ou! : 

‘He would like to add one provision tothe’ Bill. It was this, that when 
shases rene ropsere hey. sel ho tied én the lage 40 Se ides 
manner possible, 60 every ryet ‘now who tho shuren were, and: 
tat wad te ean! ead ghersiar saa dt present the ryote in many 
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cases did not know what was the extent of the respective shares of joint 
awners, and consequently more money was sometimes taken from them by the 
shareholders then they were liablo to pay. Already a measure was contem- 
plated to give relief to ryots in cases of joint undivided estates, the owners of 
‘which realized their doniands separately. But if such provision as he had 
mggestod were introduced in this Bip it would not We necoseary. to have 
further legislation on the subject. ‘The ryots would know who the propristors 
were, and what was the extent of the shaie of each proprictor, and they would 
take good care not to pay more rent than each sharcholder’ was entitled to 
receive, Ho throw out ihis hint for the consideration of the Sclect Committeo, 
in the belief and hope thet the registration of the valuo and extent of shares of 
joint proprietors would be attended with great practical bonoft. 

is Howon rit: Peeatbexr said there was one point upon which ho would like 
to ask. question to the hon’ble member who had last spoken. Hs Hoxor would 
the hon’ble member to be kind enough to explain exactly whet he would 
propose in reference to the investigation of the rights of various shareholders 
In an estato; that was to say, if he would give the precise substance of whut 
he would wish to be done. “Because it appeared to His Howox, with deferenco 
10 the hon'ble member, that the suggestion, made by him was a yery important 
one, We all admitted the practicubility ‘of rogistering the names of eharc- 
holders, but beyond that it had beon found too difficult to go. Tt was one 
thing to say that aman was a sharcholder in an estate, and another thing to 
specify what share ho held. ‘There had never been any difficulty or trouble in 
ascertaining the fact that e man was a shareholder, but when you came to 
say what was his share, you raised difficulties and discussions. 

‘Tae How's: Bawoo Kxisropax Pai, thought that the registration of shares 
in an estate would come under section 49, at least so he understood that 
section, He was of opinion that, if shares were registered, a great practical 
benefit would result. In case of dispute the Collector might hold a summary 
investigation, all right and title being reserved for decision by the civil court 
as provided for in tho Bill. 

‘tye How’atai Mr, Daspren observed that sections 49 and 50 wero the sections 
whieh imposed the obligation toregister, and thoy only provided that the name 
of every shareholder should bo registered. It was certainly not the intention 
of the Bill to require the extent of each share to be recorded: 


‘Tur: Hox'vue Me, Buus thought there was a slight misapprchonsion on 
the part of the hon’ble member opposite. As the law at present elood, a share- 
holder could not sue 2 joint ryot for his fractional share of tho rent. It esemed. 
therefore unnecessary to exter at prosont into tho question raised by the 
hon’ble member. 

‘The Hon'ble Ma. Dawense said he was sorry thet the wording of the Bill 
hhad left room for any such misapprehension as the hon’ble member hud enter- 
tained, ‘The old Regulations certainly did not require registration of the 
coxtent of the separate slarcs in an estate, In wome districts the practice had 
been to register the oxtent of cach joint share, where all the proprietors were 

1d as to such extent, but that practico had boon in recent times, he bolieved, 
discontinued, os it was found to lead to inconvenience. In asking loavo to 
introduce this’ Bill he hed said 

“The Council were avaro of the dificulice and yeratione to which the ryots wore 

‘when they had to pay rent to # number of joint shareholders in estates. ‘The 
Government bad very carefully considered whether it would be desirable to enset thai overy 
‘thould not only registor his muecoeson to posssesion, but alto tho ahare to which ho

‘The Bill was intended to bo in accordance with theeo romarks. 

‘The hhon'ble member hed said that he should prefer that the Collector 
should try the question of rights summarily. Mz. Diueter could not 
with this, if only for the reason thet it was an object now to relieva executive 
‘officer as much ex possible from such quasi-judicial work. 
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‘The next point to which the hou’ble member‘ulluded was ns to the seale 
of feen. Mz, Duxriee had overlooked that question whon ho spoke, It would 
bo a maticr for tho consideration of tho Select Committee what sealo of feos 
should be adopted. .\nd he must remind thw Council that whatever sealo was 
Adopted, ths formal suction of fhe Gvornor-Genoral would lo required before 
they could logislate, ae the point wae one affecting the imperial revonnes. 
At present a law of the Governor-Genoral’s Council preseribed a certain senle 
of fees. As the provisions of the jan Council’s Act stood, this Council could 
not, even for the siko of consolidation, repel that law, und re-eraet the very 
same provisions in the Bill now befor them, without previously obtaining the 
xanction of the Governor-General to their so dealing with the sub 

The third point to-which allusion had been meds was that it was not 
desirable, indood it had been termed outragoous, to subject a person to outlawry, 
‘ag it had been called, by disabling him from suing for rents until he complied 
with the requirements of this Bill 

Now the enso stood thus. The Bill required that if a Iandholder were in 
possession of anestate, he whould cause himself to he registered. The existence 
of such possession as was auflcieut to secure admission to registry was also. a 
sine qua non to the successful prosecution of an honest suit for the recovery of 
rent. » 

















‘The hex'ble womiber's objection womed to Ms. Dass to amount to 
saying that the lew, as containod in tho Registration and in the Rent Acts, 
should allow a man to come forward und say, ‘1 am in possession of such an 
estate, and on that ground I claim the assistance of tho law to recover rents from 
it; at the same timé I refuse for my own reasons to comply with the obligation 
which the law imposex on me to recister myself ax lanitholder in possession of 
tho estate, as such registration will itontily me as liable to fulfil the obligations 
which the law imposes on the holder of tho estate.” 

Surely that was not a position which the law should allow any one to take 
up. Tho enforcement of the provision of this section would siot cavse aury 
appreciable dolay in suing for rents, because it did not enact that a man might 
not sue until he had efvefed registration, but only until lho had applied for 
registration. So that if @ person wished to sue a ryct, he had only to sond in 
his application for registry, and then he might insiitute his suit at once. 

‘The motion was then azreed to, and tho Bill referred to a Select Committee 
consisting of the Hon'ble Mr. Schalch, the Hon’blo the Advocate-Genvral, the 
Hon'ble Mr. Bell, the Hon'ble Baboo Kristodas Pal, und tho Mover, with instrac-

Brrore leaving for India, I beg to submit a brief narrative of the work 
done under His Honor tho Lientenant-Governor’s Resolution of 8th January 
1875. By that Resolution, five covenanted assistants were appointed to me in 
Bengal, and I was directed to proceed to England with a view to getting the 
work of literary compilation and the printing dane at English rates, instead of 
at the costly Indian once. 


2. Tho new arrangement came into force on the Ist March 1875. Dari 
that and part of the precoding month, I selected tho five assistants sanction 
under His Honors Kemotjon, and gave each of them w short preliminary 
training in tho work. Four of thom camo to me in Calcutta; the filth I met at 
Chittagong. I aupplied to each of them the materials for a district, and showed 
him bow to work them up. ‘This he did piece by piece, until a brief skeleton 
account of a district was completed. During the compilation, I went over 
each day’s work with the writer; end when the whole wae finished, I again 
revised it with him, showing the various points on which fresh materials would 
be required. ‘Tho 'skoloton accounts being completed, I mado over to each 
‘sssistant the materials | had-collected for the three to five districts of which 
he was to compilo the statistical accounts. Of the fifty-nine districta of 
Bengal and Awsam, twenty-two wore thus allotted among the five assistant; the 
remaining thirty-sevou remained in my own hand. ‘The axsistanta left Caleutta 
in the third week of March for the districts assigned to them.

‘own special work. ‘The same remark applics ‘to the subject-matter of thelr 
accounts, Each assistant was furnished with careful instructions as to what 
every soction of the account should consist of, togother with spocimen districts 
executed by myself. But in tha practieal excention, many points arise in whi 
tho compiler must use his own discretion. Tt haa been my endeavour to evel¥e 
a fair degrec of uniformity from the various interpretations which each has thus

His Honor the Licutenunt-Goyernor’s scheue came into operation, | had only 
asingle English ussistant, and his time was taken up HE dtedle. while ace 
now done by a computating clork. ‘The cost at Indian rates of the meagre 
establishment which I then ld amounted to £4,160 per amum.* ‘The cost 
of my offen, with throu firt-rote Engtivh auietanis daring the seven month 
spent in England, has been at the rate of £2,129 per anmun, inelusive of the 
initial outlay tor setting up an office and all charges whatsoever. ‘The gain to 
Government is not, however, so much one of money ux in the amomt and 
quality of the work which it obtains for the outlay. My literary assistant, 
Mr 9 9, late Fellow of Queen’s College, Oxford, and Barristerat-Law, 
renders services which could not be procured in India for less than £1 
year, He took a first-dass dogrec; and a gentleman of his literary: distine- 
jon and chances in Tite coukl not haye been tempted to come to hidia under 
Rs, 1,250. month to begin with. I pay him a xalary of £100 a year, with no 
rospousibility to Goverinient for pension nor liabilities of any Sort.” My own 
pay is reduecd from £2,700 in India to £1,200 in England. My general assistant, 
Meee ee ind iis pay reduced in Hike manner trom £360.in Thi, besides 
Simla allowances, to £260 in this country. My third assistant, Mr t+ 
isa trained computatir Fron sun Insurance Offiee. "This class of servien could not 
be obtained from an Englishunan in India o W0 a year. Tn this country 
it can he got from £40 to £604 year, My third assistant now docs for less 
than £40 por argiom anuch of the work done in India by my gencral assistant 
at the rate of £360 per amium, and by myself at the rite of £2,700. A similar 
suving is eflected in every detail eonncetod with the conduct of un extensive 
literary undertaking. X64 one drawing a high salary is now compelled to 
spond his time on work whieh can be obtained fora smaller sam. ‘The uetual 
work done is much larger in quantity, better iu quality, and costs Govemment 
onechalt of what, with the titmost economy, it cost in Galeutta. His Honor the 
Lieutonant-( ‘pation of the stying to be effceted hy paying ior 
“the Ii ange at the English, instead of at the Indian, market rato," 
has therefore proved correct. 

14. Jn conclusion, I think the work has now gone far enough for me to 
stute that ny own share of the compilation, or 87 out of the 59 districts of 
Bengal and Assn ¢ will certainly be finished within the perind preseribed by

5. SuPERVISION oF THE Work By THE BeNcau Govexnaext.—The necessary 
arringements will be made to carry out the wishes of the Governor General in 
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Council whder this head. But I woul understand that the responsibility of this 
Geverinent extends ony tothe geheral character aud exciton of dhe, work 
The responsibility. for fndividual facts, figures, and defails must rest primarily 
with the district officers who haye supplicd them, and ina secondary degree 
with Mr. Hunter who accepis them, 








6. Ferme cospuer or Tag, Orexattoxs.—The plan laid down hy_ the 
Government of India in its Despatch to the Secretary of Stute, dated the 11th 
August IS74, seams the one most likely to secure the “efficient and pumetual 
completion of the work. [think it in the highost degree mmexpedient that the 
operations shoul be allowed to drag themselves out indefinitely. ‘The Despate 
jast cited very clearly discloses the ecomomy and the efficiency tw be derivell

Tedgo, and’a more eificiant eheek gn the detuils, to bear upon it. | would recom- 
mend that five junior Civil Servants he appointed as assistants to Mr. Hunter in 
the Bengal branch of his work for a period of 15 months, extending from 
January 1974 till April 1876. My, Hunter would select these gentlemen with 
the approval of the Bengal Government. He would then divide the whole 
remaining disfricts of Bengal into six parts—1 mean in thofe for_which the 
statistical accounts have yot to be done. ‘Those districts mumbet 80, with w 
population of ubout 227 millions. THe would allot four nr five distriets,

This excecds 2,000 pages. As the Statistical Accoimt of Bengal is henceforth to 
be done under my orders, and these pures, although printed, will neoessarily 
issue under the responsibility of tho Bongul Government, J think such a revision 
esvential for the sutisfactory execution of the work as a whole.

8 ‘Te wxrop Now rrorose.—This plan starts from the basis which the 
Government of India laid down in its Despatch to tho Secretary of State on the 
1th August 1874. I fully eoneur with that Dospstoh in the disadvantages of 
the work being finished in-India, without adequate literary assistance, without 
any guarantes to Government for its eficient completion, and at the heavy cost 
ef £17,000. I regard such « system 28 expensive, 28 unlikely Yo ants. 
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factory results, and disudvantageous to Mx. Hunter, whom it would indefinitely 
withdraw from that practical cuployment which alfords the best carcer for a 
Givil Servant. Morcover, I do not see how the Bengal Government could, 
ander sho eontincanco of uch a ssatem, tako the romponstilty for work ovar 
which it has hitherto"had no control, ‘The plan which I now propose recognises 
the necessity, a8 explained in the Government of India’s Despatch to the Secre- 
tary of State, that My. Hunter should proceed to England, taking with him the 
materials which he has vollected with reat eare ind labour, and there obtain 
cflicient literary wsistance for working these muterials into shape. Ou the other 
hand, being thas placed in a position to finish the work, he should be held 
responsible for doing it wt a much less cost, and in a much shorter period, than 
could be expected of him here, where the whole thing lus to be span out of his 
single brain. Indeed, I do not sce how the ‘exteusive rovision of the work 
already printed, which, in accordanee with the suggestion of the Government 
af Tada 1 now propos, ean bo preporly dono withost As. Hunter's press 
in England in close conmunication with’ the printers. But to the plan of the 
Government of India for Mr. Hunter's going home, as laid before the Secretary 
of State, I would superadd the local organization now indicated. I consider 
thet organization is most important ina work of this sort, and the best 
guarantee which cun be devised for securing itslvcal accuracy, practical utility , 
and completion within the assigned tine.

9. Cosr or rin raorosyp rLax.—The expense of finishing the work by 
My. Hunter in India S refered to in paragraph 11 of the Despatch to the 
Scerctary of Stato us £17,000; the time required under that plan being four 
ian Phe cost of finishing it by Me. Hanter in England, with adequate 
fiterary assistance, as proposed by the Government, of India in’ its Despatch to 
the Sceretary of ‘Stato of the Tith August 1874, is stated at £6,400; the time 
being 26 months. By the plan whieh Inow propose, the time would be reduced 
to 35 months, and the cost 16 £5,450, But to this cost must he added the 
expense for the new local organization. ‘That oyzmization should consist of 
five junior Civil Servants, each with a deputation allowance of Rs. 100 a month, 
Rs. 50 fora clerk, and 'a fixed allowance of Rs. 50 for contingencies and 
travelling ullowanee. 

















As the deputation of these gentlemen would be of a strictly témporary 
character, Lam prepared to make such readjustinents for the time as to requize 
no substitute for two of them, and to fill the places of the other three by. un- 
covenunted officers.

In comparing these results in detail, the chief points which attract 
attention arg the large decrease, amounting to 5,874 persons, in the number of 
intending emigrants admitted to the dopéts, followed by a decrease of 1,881 in 
the number of persons rejected, absconding, or dying in depOt, and resulting 
ina net decrease of 4,889 in the number of persons actually despatched to 
the colonies, Tho decrease in mortality, both in depdt and on ship board, is 
also remarkable and satisfactory, while the large increase ip the number’ of 
emigrants who returned to this’ country with tleir earnings is a matier for 
congratulation. , 

'2. No sufficient explanation has been furnished by Dr. Grant of the 
reasons for the deorease in emigration as noted above, nor las it been stated 
what were the requirements of each colony, and whether these hed heen fully 
met, ‘The Lieuteuant-Governor would wish for this information in future 
reports. It appears, however, that the requirements of Nevis, Surinam, Cayenne, 
and Martinique had been fully mot in provious years, for no emigrants were 
taken by these colonice during tho year under report. On the other hand, 
over 7,000 emigrants were recruited for Natal and St. Vincent, from which 
no indents had been received in the previous year. 

‘Although there was a largo Gecreasa in emigration as compared with 
1878-74, the total number of emligrants despatched to the colonies exceeded 
that of 1872.78 by 8,059 persons. 

8 ‘The total oumber of intending emigrants admitied into depét was 
‘$8,898 ngsinst 29,267 in the previous year, but no count apparently has beea 
taken of thove who may hare beon rooruited and registered in the interior, but 

‘abeoonded before reaching the depdts, It is important that Dr. Grant's 

‘should chow year by year the total number of ooolies rooruited, as 
Siar the total’number admitted into depdt, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
sequests that this may be done in future. ‘The information is requisite ae 

‘3 bearing on the manner in which the recrniters may have conducted 

ea in the interior. While there has been alight decresso in the number 

‘issued to recruiters, there hes been, the Lieutenent-Governor is glad 
a more than proportionate deorease in the number of instances in 
Tioeuees havo been cancelled for misconduct, and he truste that 
Anfecance, thet recruiting operations havo been conducted mbre in 
‘The provisions of the law, is correct, 
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4. ‘The Protector of Emigrants justly notices tha fact of the lownoss of 
the death-rate in depdt as a matter for congratulation, and.he attributes it chiefly 
to the comparative absence of cholera and bowel complaints. ‘The Lioutenant- 
Governor, however, hopes that in some measure it may not unfairly be attributed 
to the increased regularity in the proceedings of the Department which has 
resulted in tho diminution of the averuge period of detettion in depot. 'Thelarge 
number of coolies who nroroported to have absvonded, amounting to about 6 per 
cent. of the admissions to depdt; is, the Lieutenant-Governor considers, an unsatis- 
factory featuro in the returns.” It may bo the result of an insufficioat apprecia- 
tion by the labourers of tho terms of their engagements, or of their future pros- 
pects at tho time of registration, and in this case it would seem to point to the 
necessity of more cre on the part of tho local magistrates in explaining mattors 
to all such persons when brought hofore them, or it may be the result of wilful 
froud on tho part of persons who desire to be brought to Calcutta free of cost to 
themselvee, in which oaso lose is occasioned totho colonies, In either case the 
matter would appear to be one requiring careful attontion on the part of the 
Protector. As regards labourers finally rejected by the Medical Inspector as unfit 
to emigrate, the Lieutenant-Governor observes with satisfaction that the measures 
now taken to ensure their safe return to their homes have been found to work well. 

5. In the following table the number of emigrants recruited for, and 
despatched to, the several colonies during the year under review, is shown and 
contrasted with the figures for the previous 























tion of emigration to Dutch and French Guians, and the renewal of emigration 
to Natal, are prominent features in the above return. The reason for the decrease 
in emigration to British Guiana is unexplained. As the inducements held out 
to emigrants to that colony have uot been diminished, it seems probable that 
the result is due to decreased indents consequent on the large requisitions of 
previous years. In both French and Dutch Guiana the health of the 
immigrant labourers lias boen far from satisfactory, insomuch #0 that, for ‘the 

tat least, and since tho close of the year under report, it has-been 

jined not to allow any further despatches to Surinam. Considering’ tho 
prospects the coolies have of bettering themselves in Natal, the large ship- 
ments made to that colony during the year unger report are satisfactory. 

6. As in previous yeara, the-largest_ number of emigrants were recruited 
in the North-Western Provinces, though it is observable that the proportion 
recruited ia Beber and Bengal han, been lange than heolofore ‘OF the total 
number of 20,280 emizrants despatched to the colonies, 9,088 weré natives of the 
North-Western Provinces, 6406 of Behar, 2,781 of Oude, and 1,041 only-of 
Bengal Froper snd Oris, ‘The number elsewhere recruited in the Banja, 
Central India, and the Native States amounted to 314 only. It is sati to 
observe that the number of women despatched to all the British colonies, 
ing Natal, exceeded the prescribed proportion. In the case of shipments to Watal, 
the deficiency in the number of women was five only. ‘The ‘of women, 
to every 100 men despatched to’ Guadeloupe was 34°10 only, bmt orders ‘have 
since issued requiring the full complement‘ot 40 to be adhered to in future. 

7. Of the 20,230 labourers who emigrated during the year, 285, or ‘1-23

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double this, While on the shorter voyages in six instances steamers were 
to convey the'emigrants, on the West India route none but sailing 
ja were employed. Although generally tho death-rate was small and con: 
siderably below the average of the previous year, on particular voyages it was 
Jamentably high. On board the Forfarshire, which: started for Demerara on the 
‘18th August 1874 with 509 souls on board, 10-21 per cent. of the emigrants 
died during the voyage. On board the Golden Fierce, which sailed a few days 
earlier for Trinidad with 619 emigrants, 4°81 per cent, perished. ‘The voyage 
of the British Zmpire, which left for ‘Trinidad in the November following, was 
also unfortunate, 5-21 per cont. out of 633 emigrants haviug died. The 
circumstances connected with this heavy mortality on board the vessels named, 
and on othor occasions, have formed tho subject of careful inquity ; but the 
chief conclusion arrived at was that while the discasos to which the mortality 
was principally to be ascribed had been probably carried on board in & 
Intent form, thera had been no want of proper care and attention on the part 
of the responsible officers of Government in the selection and examination of 
the emigrants prior to their shipment, Although it has been hitherto found 
to be impossible to provide altogether against sudden outbrenks of choleraic 
diarrhos sod measles, usually the most fatal discases, notwithstanding all 
tho precautions adopted, tho matter is one which still engages the carcfal 
attention of the Emigration Department, and qversthing that skill and 
erionce can suggest has been, and will continuc 10 be done to scoure the 
welfare of the migrants on their journey. Till tie length of the voyage to the 
‘West Indios has been considerably curtailed, however, by the use of steamers, 
instances of protracted passages rust continne to occur with the arcompanying 
risk to the health of the emigrants. 

8: Asiong time-expired cmigrants returning from the colonies, the 
average rate of erally. wat 22, or per cent more than, ong Isbouree 
on the outward trip, ‘This is casily explained, howover, by the fact that many 
of the return emigrants are chronic invalids, who have been shipped in the 
hope of recovery by a return to their native land. 

9. The aggregate amount of the savings reported to hase beon brought 
home by the return omigrants alluded to was Rs. 4,561,133 against Rs, 2,86,014 
brought back by those who returned in the previous y ‘These figures do not 
pee be otherwisathan incomplete. Still they sufficiently indieate the 

dis resulting from emigration. Similarly, it is satisfactory to notice 
that it has been ascertained that the total number of former emigrants who 
re-emigrated during the past season was at least 500, 

10, Tho Lieutenant-Governor observes that the Protector of Emigrants 
thas omitted to furnish, as in previous years, an account of the cost of the 
‘working of his departimont, or of the realizations made under the Emigration 
Tay: ‘This omission should be supplied in future.

Minute by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, dated 6th 1876, on the entablish- 
ment of schools for surveying and of lower technioal scbcols, 
‘Phe Reports of Commissioners of Divisions on the aubjeot of the above Minato, 
Letter irom the Oficiating Direotor of Public Instruction, No. 8286, dated 7th July 
3875, submitting propose for the opening of wurvay tchools. 

‘The Licutenant-Governor has on several ccvasioas scprent his reoogai- 
tion of the necessity of infusing into the Government educational system a 
more extended study of the practical sciences, both as a menns of finding 
remunerative employment for the Soune men wio are annually gent forth by 
our higher schools and colleges, and also with the ubject of stimulating and 
improving those indusiries, the development of which is calculated to incresse 
the material wealth of the country. It appears to him that, in carrying this 
principle into operation, there are several considerations which recommend the 
establishment of schools for surveying as the first step which it is desirable to 
take. The establishment of such institutions does not appear likely to be 
attended with the difficulties which surround the formation of artizan and indus- 
trial schools, ‘The success of the Civil Engineering classes at the Presidency 
College shows that the study of surveying is popular with the natives of this 
country, and is one for which they possess considerable aptitude. ‘The study is 
one which combines a high degree of mental culture with a large measure of 

ractica) utility. It isoue which is dircetly concerned with the land,—a subject 
in which all classes of the community are interested, and with which all the 
national industries and social institutions are more or Jess intimately connected. 

2. While, therefore, the Licutenant-Governor trusts that the formation of 
these schools will be only a preliminary step towards the establishment of the 
system which he desires to inaugurate, and will hereafter be supplemented by 
the foundation, throughout Bengal, of technical schools for the teaching of 
handicrafts and for the improvement of the several kinds of manual industry, 
he considers that a commencement should at once be made by the opening of 
survey schools in some of the principal centres of population. 

8, The Licutenant-Governor isaccordingly pleased to direct that schools for 
surveying shall be opened on tho 1st March 1876, at Hooghly, Dacoa, Patna, 
and Cuttack, under the general supervision of the Priycipals of the local 
colleges. ‘The instruction given in these schools will be in the vernacular, and 
the course will extend over a period of two years. ‘The schools being opened 
on the Ist Blarch, continuous study will be kept up till the Durga Poojah 
holidays, when a month’s vacation will be allowed. The classes will go into 
camp from the 1st November to the end of February, and the annual exami 
ations will be beld on their return to head-quarters. 

‘The course during a two years’ attendance will be as follows :—

4. ‘The annual admissions to cach school will be limited to 85 students, 
and candidates for admission ill be required to liave passed the standard of 
the Minor or the Vernacular Scholarship Examiaatioa, All acholarships 
will be tenablo in these schools, and scholarship-holders will be allowed the 
privilege of free tuition, otler students being charged a fee of ono rupce per 
month. The Licutenant-Governor docs not think it desirable that stipends 
should be given to any students on their entrance into the school : but to each 
‘school he will attach six scholarships of Rs. 5 each, tenable for one year, and 
these will be awarded to those papils who do not already bold scholarships, and 
who, in an examination which will be held at tho end ofthe first year, show the 
greatest proficiency. 

5. ‘Tho Public Works Department will be requested to grant the services 
of four experienced native overseers, who will be appointed head masters of 
these schools. It will be necessary that ono of these should be able to teach 
in Oriya, snothor in Hindes, and tho othor two in Bengali. During the fires 
yeak, the appointment cf a second master will not be necessary ; but on the 

of the second-yenr class, an additional teacher will be required. ‘The

6. Besides this, each school will be allowed a sum of Its. 400 per annum for 
field expenees during the cold season. ‘Tho Exvoutive Enginoors of the several 
istriots in which these schools aro established will be ex-officio visitors of the 
sehools, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusta that he may be favoured with 
their active and ready co-operation in furthering the success of the scheme. 
‘The advice of the Execugive Engineers will be valuable upon many matters of 
professional detail, aud their assistance will be of the greatest use in the con- 
just of the annual examinations.
